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Rware,  has  occupied  mush  of  mj  thotiahts  and  la-  j 
bor.  1  shall  not  enter  into  a  general  diMusslon  for 
other  reasons,  and  am  the  more  unwilling  from  phy¬ 
sical  weakness  to  do  so ;  I  should  not  hare  arisen  at 
all,  but  for  Dr.  Beman’s  allnsion. 

It  might  be  supposed,  and  it  has  so  been  hinted, 
that  such  a  morement  would  have  an  antagonistic 
position  to  the  American  Tract  Society.  He  had 
nscn  for  the  purpose  of  disabusing  the  minds  of  the 
Conven  tion  on  this  matter.  The  American  Tract  So¬ 
ciety  think  now.  and  always  have  thought,  that  the  I 
world  is  wide  enough  for  it,  and  for  everv  kindred 
organization.  It  never  has,  and  never  will  throw  a 
straw  in  the  way  of  any  one  desiring  to  do  good. 
So  far  from  claiming  a  monopoly  in  this  respect,  it 
welcomes  every  co-operation,  and  every  denomina¬ 
tional  effort  that  may  be  made.  It  looks  abroad 
over  a  land  which  after  all  the  efforts  that  may  be 
made,  either  denominational  or  catholic,  it  is  appre¬ 
hend^  may  yet  be  wrested  from  our  grasp  and  per¬ 
ish.  I  speak  as  an  individual,  when  I  say  that  I 
have  always  thought  that  the  bodies  here  represent¬ 
ed  were  hardly  true  to  their  own  interests  in  not 
having  books  advocating  their  own  peculiar  views. 
We,  as  a  Society,  shall  be  relieved  from  embarrass¬ 
ments  occasioned  by  the  claims  made  upon  us  for  the 
publication  of  books  prohibited  by  our  constitution. 
That  ministers  should  so  earnestly  discuss  this  ge¬ 
neral  subject,  is  a  matter  of  sincere  gratitude,  for  we 
have  felt  that  both  Eastern  and  Western  ministers 
have  neglected  too  much  this  agency,  which  might 
be  wielded  with  such  prodigious  power.  I  agree  with 
the  brethren  who  have  spoken,  that  the  Puritan  ele¬ 
ment  is  the  only  one  that  can  save  our  country,  and 
save  us  from  “  a  ministry  of  lily  fingers,  with  cam¬ 
bric  handkerchiefs  for  eyes  that  never  wept  for  sin ; 
with  such,  farewell  to  revivals  of  religion  I”  I  con¬ 
cur  most  heartily  with  the  brethren  on  this  point ; 
if  anything  can  be  done  more  widely  to  diffuse  the 
great  writers  of  the  seventeenth  century,  while  we 
proceed  to  give  Edwards  and  Baxter  stripped  of 
their  denominational  peculiarities  to  the  mass  of  the 
people,  of  all  denominations  and  of  no  denomination, 
you  may  give  them  in  your  own  form,  perfect  and 
complete.  Never  shall  we  regard  it  as  rivalship 
either  to  do  this,  or  to  take  any  portion  of  the  chan¬ 
nels  that  we  do  reach.  It  may  relieve  us  of  much 
hard  work,  and  we  have  enougn  of  it.  We  shall  go 
on  in  our  work,  giving  our  publications  to  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  God  will  bless  them  and  the  books. 

Rev.  Mr.  Clark,  of  Michigan,  stated  that  he 
had  been  some  years  engaged  in  preaching  in  the 
Western  country,  and  from  his  experience,  bore 
testimony  as  to  the  necessity  of  such  publications. 

Mr.  Nevins,  ST  colporteur  from  Medina,  Ohio, 
stated,  that  from  his  observations,  he  was  led  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  few  of  the  people  were  as  yet  prepared  to 
read  anything  in  doctrinal  form,  or  to  hear  doctrinal 
preaching.  Even  the  books  t.f  the  American  Tract 
Society,  they  thought,  smelt  too  strong  of  Calvin¬ 
ism. 

Rev.  Mr.  Kedzie,  of  Indiana,  told  of  a  circulating 
library,  containing  100  volumes  or  more,  which  had 
been  established  in  the  place  where  he  was  settled, 
and  that  he  could  find  no  publication  in  this  countiy 
to  answer  them.  He  was,  therefore,  obliged  to  go 
to  Dr.  Muehler,  of  Germany. 

Rev.  Dr.  Phelps,  of  Philadelphia,  said,  that  we 
should  be  careful  how  we  spoke  of  the  state  of  reli¬ 
gion  in  our  country  more  unfavorably  than  it  de¬ 
served,  for  he  had  recently  seen  a  letter  from  Dr. 
Philip,  of  England,  lo  Rev.  Mr.  Barnes,  saying,  that 
an  article  had  appeared  in  the  Christian  Witness, 
deducing  from  such  accounts  the  conclusion,  that 
all  American  revivals  had  ended  in  total  failure,  and 
that  evangelical  religion  had  been  almost  wholly 
abandoned  throughout  the  country. 

Rev.  Dr.  Hopkins,  of  Buffalo,  said,  that  among 
all  the  difficulties  that  had  been  hinted  at  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  this  enterprise,  the  most  formidable,  as  ap¬ 
peared  to  him,  had  been  omitted,  viz.,  that  it  would 
call  into  existence  an  entirely  new  organization  and 
enterprise,  and  distract  the  attention  of  the  people 
from  other  objects  in  which  they  were  now  engaged. 
Instead  of  troubling  ourselves  to  publish  all  these 
different  tracts  against  every  form  of  heresy,  and 


Rev.  Mr.  Peet,  of  Wisconsin,  then  followed,  griv-  i 
ing  a  detailed  account  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Con-  : 
gregational  Convention  of  Wisconsin,  of  which  he  | 
is  the  Ag^nt ;  but  so  rapid  was  his  enunciation,  and  | 
so  indistinctly  did  his  words  reach  the  reporter’s 
ear,  that  it  was  impossible  to  do  him  any  justice  in 
his  report,  which  is  therefore  omitted.  * 

Rev.  Dr.  Beecher.  A  single  word  as  to  one  i 
thing  which  has  long  lain  upon  my  heart.  For  ‘ 
many,  very  many  years,  have  I  been  convinced  that  j 
the  united  agency  of  the  Congregational  and  Pres-  , 
byterian  churches  is  that  by  which  God  has  already  | 
established  the  great  institutions  of  our  country,  and 
will  probably  continue  to  use  in  time  to  come ;  j 
where  they  nave  beei  all  agreed,  their  enterprises  ] 
have  been  successful,  and  where  they  have  not  been  j 
agreed,  they  have  been  disastrous  to  the  cause  of  , 
Christ  in  this  countiy.  Many  are  the  States  that, 
with  avalanche  rapidity,  are  rushing  up  to  be  Euro¬ 
pean  States }  and  where  is  the  great  leaven  to  work  , 
purity  among  them  but  the  Congregationalist  and 
Presbyterian  churches  ?  Other  denominations  are  ’ 
indeed  disposed  to  do  what  they  can,  and  they  do  * 
much,  and  their  aid  is  invaluable ;  but  take  out  of  | 
this  Western  country,  and  this  whole  country,  the  . 
Presbyterian  and  Congregational  material,  and  what  | 
have  we  left  1  I  say  again,  as  I  often  say,  it  is  high  j 
time  for  us  to  wake  out  of  our  sleep.  We  are  en¬ 
dangered  by  a  most  fearful  foe,  and  the  famous  Ar¬ 
mada  that  long  since  would  have  destroyed  our  ' 
country,  was  as  nothing  compared  to  those  who  ’ 
would  supplant' our  Protestant  education.  When  i 
the  Jesuits  had  been  put  down  in  Europe,  it  was 
supposed  their  order  was  dead ;  but  through  the 
medium  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  people, 
they  got  their  power  back  again.  Never  let  a  simi¬ 
lar  story  be  told  of  us.  And  now,  brethren,  all  1  ' 
have  to  say  is  this :  when  so  great  interests  are  at 
stake  in  your  union,  see  that  you  fall  not  out  by  the  ' 
way.  If  there  are  any  ultra  men,  who  would  push  ' 
that  ecclesiastical  spirit,  of  which  Prof.  Stowe  has  I 
spoken,  to  an  extreme,  to  the  injury  of  the  religious  ' 
spirit,  let  him  remember  that  he  has  no  sympathy 
from  the  true  friends  of  Christ  at  the  East,  and  that 
it  is  much  easier  to  do  mischief  in  an  associated  ; 
community  than  to  do  good.  Take  us,  then,  the  i 
foxes,  the  little  foxes,  that  spoil  the  vines.  We  have  ' 
a  work  to  do,  and  we  must  do  the  work.  The  Pope, 
the  cardinals,  and  the  Jesuits  will  do  it  for  us.  But 
we  have  our  de'^tiny  in  our  hands,  and  both  our 
denominations  should  be  thoroughly  united  in  our 
common  defense.  Long  before  any  jealousies  had 
arisen  between  the  two  churches,  I  said  jocosely, 
that  Presbyterianism  Congregationaiized,  seemed 
to  me  the  best  form  of  church  government,  and  to 
unite  more  advantages  than  any  other.  I  think  so 
still. 

Rev.  Mr.  Marsh,  of  Michigan,  in  happy  simile, 
compared  the  two  denominations  to  the  stars  known 
as  the  Gemini.  Some  say  one  is  the  brightest,  and 
some  the  other ;  but  as  they  are  both  so  bright  and 
beautiful,  there  is  no  need  to  quarrel  about  it.

STATE  or  RELIGION. 

Order  of  the  day,  reports  on  the  state  of  religion 
in  the  different  Presbyteries,  Conventions  and  Asso¬ 
ciations,  by  members  selected  for  this  purpose  by 
each  particular  delegation.  These  reports  are  so 
full  and  satisfactory,  and  have  evidently  been  pre¬ 
pared  with  so  much  care,  that  they  constitute  one 
of  the  most  valuable  documents  of  statistical  and 
other  information  concerning  the  moral  and  religious 
condition  of  the  great  Northwest,  that  we  have  ever 
seen,  and  which  could  be  procured  nowhere  else. 
On  motion,  the  roll  was  called  in  inverted  order, 
and  the  length  of  the  reports  restricted  to  five  mi¬ 
nutes.  After  which  Dr.  Aikin  made  some  remarks 
which  were  responded  to  by  the  President,  relative 
to  the  impropriety  of  introducing  into  the  reports 
any  of  the  more  unimportant  peculiarities  of  mea¬ 
sures  or  sentiments  which  might  unnecessarily  con¬ 
sume  time,  and  destroy  that  perfect  and  cordial  har¬ 
mony  which  has  thus  far  existed  among  the  breih 
ren  of  tK«  Convention. 

Northern  Iowa  Congregational  Association. 

Rev.  Wm.  Salter  reported  that  this  Association 
had  but  recently  been  organized  in  Iowa — consisted 
of  eight  ministers  and  eight  churches — that  there 
were  in  its  bounds  two  houses  of  worship,  and  three 
more  in  progress  of  erection,  and  that  all  but  one  of 
the  eight  were  under  the  patronage  of  the  American 
Home  Missionary  Society.  Although  the  ministers 
had  but  recently  arrived  on  the  ground,  and  it  was 
very  difficult  for  them  to  labor  in  such  a  scattered 
population,  vet  they  were  deeply  interested  in  the 
field  to  whii  !i  they  had  been  sent,  and  loved  to  la¬ 
bor  there.  Romanism  was  among  them  in  great 
power.  The  Bishop  of  Dubuque  has  expended 
thousands  of  dollars  on  the  western  banks  of  the 
Mississippi,  in  building  Catholic  churches,  and  in 
this  new  country  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  Romish 
religion  is  thus  far  predominant.  Besides,  there 
were  various  other  forms  of  error.  In  the  whole 
Territory  there  were  twenty-five  ministers  and  thir¬ 
ty-four  churches,  two  Associations  and  one  Presby¬ 
tery.  Those  who  feel  interested  in  education,  have 
occasion  to  mourn  that  this  ground  is  pre-occupied  by 
Romanists.  We  want  our  children  educated,  and 
as  there  are  no  other  schools  than  theirs,  the  temp¬ 
tation  is  very  strong,  and  sometimes  successful,  that 
leads  Protestants  to  patronize  them.  The  subject 
of  education  is  one  that  interests  our  very  souls ;  we 
desire  to  see  academies  established  under  the  proper 
influence,  and  for  this  purpose  invite  your  sympa¬ 
thies  and  prayers.  Iowa  also  has  been  infidel 
ground.  Abner  Kneeland,  the  Atheist,  having  come 
there  at  an  early  period  with  a  body  of  his  follow¬ 
ers.  endeavored  to  establish  his  infidelity  and  athe¬ 
ism  as  a  system.  But  God  has  singularly  blasted 
their  scheme.  Their  leader  is  now  dead,  and  those 
who  remain  exert  but  very  little  influence.  An  un¬ 
successful  effort  was  made  at  one  time  to  elect  Knee- 
land  to  the  Legislature,  after  which  his  courage  and 
energy  continued  to  falter  until  he  died.  In  the 
southern  portion  of  the  Territory,  Mormonism  is  ex¬ 
erting  its  pernicious  influence  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Mississippi ;  other  errors  there  are,  but  these  are 
the  principal. 

Convention  of  Alilwaukie, 

Rev.  J.  Porter.  This  Convention,  with  that  of 
Beloit  and  Mineral  Point,  are  r^^presented  annually 
in  a  General  Convention.  It  contains  20  ministers 
and  23  churches,  most  of  which  are  supplied  with 
pastors  or  stated  supplies.  In  Milwaukie  and  Platt 
Grove,  there  have  been  revivals  which  have  strength¬ 
ened  the  churches.  The  principal  obstable  to  the 
;  truth  is  Romanism,  which  increases  by  immigration, 

'  chiefly  of  Germans.  Universalism  is  exerting  con- 
,  siderable  influence  at  Milwaukie,  and  Unitarianism 
1  also  exists  there.  Romanism  is  building  large  and 
•  beautiful  churches  among  us,  and  money  is  poured 
1  in  to  their  aid  for  this  purpose,  while  we  are  with- 
1  out  aid,  and  occupy  the  very  poorest  description  of 
■  churches.  We  have  a  colporteur  in  the  Territory 
1  under  our  care,  who  is  doing  much  good,  but  we 
;  need  another  who  can  speak  French  ard  German. 
1  Of  the  Indians  bordering  upon  us,  some  are  Chris- 
r  tianized,  and  others  remain  pagan  and  intemperate 

-  — though  against  the  laws  to  sell  whiskey,  they  are 

-  not  sustained.  There  is  also  a  Fourier  Association

benevolent  oeuaes  excite  iaiereat.  American  Home 
Miaaionary  Society  rery  valuable  in  ita  aid  to  u. 
In  Maum^  almoat  every  man  haa  a  aeparau  opin¬ 
ion,  there  being  6  different  eoagregationa,  4  ehurch- 
ea,  average  40  to  50  attendanta. 

Licking  Prekbytery. 

Rev.  Z.  A.  Bbacr.  Covera  4  coantie^  and  re¬ 
ports  12  miniatera,  15  churchea,  and  twoveviva^  Ro¬ 
manism  very  strong,  especially  in  Perry  county, 
where  there  is  a  sprendid  church  and  college,  and 
where  efforts  are  made  to  proselyte  Protestant  chil¬ 
dren.  The  Christians  most  numerous  of  any  sect 
of  errorists  organized  as  yet.  This  Presbytery  have 
many  trials,  but  much  encouragement  to  persevere 
and  susttin  missionaries. 

Huron  Presbytery. 

Rev.  A.  Newton.  Covers  4  counties,  two  of 
them  the  western  limits  of  the  Western  Reserve. 
In  the  northeastern  part  New-England  men  and  in-

The  Convention  was  organized  by  the  choice  ol 
Rev.  J.  Steele,  Moderator;  Rev.  A.  Walker, 
Scribe ;  Rev.  Wm.  Bctlsx.  assistant  Scribe.  A 
laige  number  of  ministers  were  in  attendance. 

lire  afternoon  was  devoted  to  hearing  reports  on 
the  sute  of  religion,  which  furnished  nothing  of  spe¬ 
cial  interest.  It  is  well  known  that  none  of  our 
churches  have  been  favored  with  the  special  influ¬ 
ences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  during  the  last  year,  and 
the  accounts  which  came  in  from  the  several  Asso¬ 
ciations  seemed  to  cast  a  gloom  over  the  assembly. 
This  exercise,  however,  was  of  a  deeply  interesting 
chaiBcter, 

The  evening  session  was  occupied  with  a  sermon 
from  Rev.  Mr.  JUnewat.  of  Philadelphia,  followed 
with  impressive  remarks  from  Rev.  Dr.  Patton,  of 
New-York.  The  sermon  was  a  most  able  and  elo¬ 
quent  exposition  of  the  safety  and  security  of  the 
church,  and  her  ultimate  success  and  triumph.  The 
speaker  held  hU  audience  in  fixed  and  delighted  at¬ 
tention  throughout  the  whole,  and  the  sparkling  eye, 
ever  and  anon  overflowing,  told  of  its  eloquence  and 
It  was  admirably  chosen  to  follow  the  ex- 


lu  low,  in  ine  rresoytery  ot  Gtsego,  efforts  were 
made  to  introduce  the  Shorter  Catechism  into  more 
extensive  use,  and  with  most  excellent  effect.  Main- 
ly  to  this  effort,  it  was  thought,  was  owing  the  fact 
that  this  Presbytery,  more  than  any  other  Presbyte¬ 
ry  in  the  neighborhood,  enjoyed  the  influence  of  the 
H<dy  Spirit.  If  we  can  only  have  a  channel  by 
which  to  obtain  such  tracts  and  books  as  we  need, 
and  awaken  a  new  interest  on  the  subject,  we  shall 
soon  find  that  doctrines  are  not  dry  matter  but  liv¬ 
ing  principles. 

Rev.  C.  G.  Clark,  of  Michigan,  said  it  would  be 
well  for  us  to  consider  that  abactions  to  our  Caivin- 
tstic  sentiments  had  been  stereotyped  years  ago, 
and  we  have  been  lax  in  obviating  them.  Great 
failure  too,  has  existed  among  our  churches  on  the 
duty  of  infant  baptism.  We  have  fell  too  much  in¬ 
clined  to  beg  the  ordinance  from  our  Baptist  breth¬ 
ren  as  a  favor  and  a  privilege,  instead  of  feeling  that 
we  were  at  once  in  the  exercise  of  a  right,  and  in 
the  discharge  of  a  duty  as  binding  as  any  other.  I 
take  the  ground  on  this  subject  that  we  are  right 
and  others  are  wrong,  as  much  so  as  Moses  was 
when  he  neglected  to  circumcise  his  son.  The  great 
Puritan  doctrines  are  those  which  are  to  save  our 
country,  and  without  them  we  can  never  meet  suc¬ 
cessfully  the  foes  by  which  we  are  surrounded.  It 
is  high  time  to  put  our  hand  to  the  plough,  and  root 
up  the  errors  which  so  extensively  prevail,  and  show 
the  folly  of  the  miserable  caricatures  of  Calvinism. 

Prof.  Whiting,  of  Michigan  University,  regarded 
this  as  the  most  important  subject  that  could  come 
before  the  Convention,  and  would  add  his  testimony 
to  what  some  had  affirmed  some  doubted  as  to  the 
necessity  of  such  books  and  tracts.  There  is  ground 
for  action,  and  he  rose  to  urge  the  Convention  at 
once  to  do  something  in  this  matter. 

Rev.  Mr.  Canfield,  of  Cleveland,  said  that  the 
misrepresentations  and  caricatures  of  Calvinism 
have  come  from  different  quarters.  Besides  those 
already  mentioned,  views  of  atonement,  of  regenera- 


Rev.  N.  Kellogg.  Has  6  counties,  3  in  Michi¬ 
gan  and  3  in  Indiana ;  21  churches,  of  which  14  in 
Indiana ;  10  ministers,  2  only  settled.  This  portion 
of  county  appeared  to  his  brethren  a  sort  of  chasm 
in  creation,  and  his  house  a  ministerial  tavern, 
where  they  stopped,  but  in  the  neighborhood  of 
which  they  never  stayed.  There  have  been  two 
revivals,  and  an  increasing  demand  for  preaching 
of  the  right  kind,  by  those  who  are  tired  of  trash. 

4  or  5  of  our  churches  are  self-supporting.  Various 
kinds  of  errorists  there :  Campbellites,  Swedenbor- 
gians,  and  Catholics.  By  the  latter,  a  large  college 
now  erecting,  and  to  be  connected  with  it  a  nunue- 
ly.  Six  of  our  churches  Congregationalists,  on  the 
Plan  of  Union,  and  in  this  way  we  go  on  much  more  | 
harmoniously  and  profitably  than  if  we  were  divided 
into  two  distinct  and  separate  sects. 

Monroe  Presbytery. 

Rev.  E,  N.-  Nichols.  Covers  the  two  south¬ 
eastern  counties  of  Michigan,  1200  square  miles, 
population  35,000.  Has  25  churches,  and  1  Re¬ 
formed  Dutch  church  in  its  bounds ;  1200  members. 
Methodists  1500  members.  Baptists  500.  Only  two 
regular  pastors.  Churches  not  all  connected  with 
Presbytery ;  mostly  supplied  with  preaching,  but 
only  4  able,  3  that  do  support  the  gospel  themselves. 
Churches  have  been  somewhat  discordant,  but  are 
becoming  more  harmonious  at  present.  Among  us 
are  4000  Catholics,  chiefly  French  about  Monroe. 
They  have  no  schools,  and  exert  but  little  influence. 
Recently,  on  some  saint’s  day,  they  had  a  military 
parade,  and  the  firing  of  cannon  constituted  part  of 
the  exercises.  The  people  of  this  section  generally 
sober,  industrious  and  peaceful ;  the  common  errors 
among  them,  but  not  in  any  organized  form. 

Marshall  Presbytery, 

Rev.  S.  C.  Hickok.  In  Western  Michigan ; 
embraces  6  counties,  generally  settled ;  17  chur^es, 
12  ministers,  1  candidate.  1  pastor.  Has  been  in¬ 
creasing  in  numerical  and  pecuniary  strength ;  three 
revivals,  with  good  and  permanent  results,  especially 
at  Albion,  where  a  divided  church  was  re-united. 
At  present,  a  general  indifference  and  lukewarm¬ 
ness,  as  the  re-action  of  unnatural  and  over-excite¬ 
ment  in  years  past.  Temperance  going  on  w^ — 
some  towns  refusing  licenses.  Much  Sabbath  de¬ 
secration  and  similar  vices,  though  not  particularly 
troubled  with  errorists.  More  attention  than  here¬ 
tofore  to  Sabbath  schools,  and  to  their  monthly 
concert  of  prayer. 

Kalamazoo  Presbytery. 

Rev.  O.  P.  Hoyt.  Covers  4  counties  in  Michi¬ 
gan;  has  10  ministers  and  10  churches.  Things 
generally  favorable  here,  and  the  usual  assortment 
of  errors.  Houses  of  wor  ship  very  much  needed. 

Detroit  Presbytery. 

Rev.  Nathaniel  West.  Reported  that  “  The 
Detroit  Presbytery  covers  or  enters  into  4  counties ; 
has  about  20  ministers  and  30  churches ;  4  of  these 
only  are  pastors.  Our  congregations  are  steady, 
and  generally  keep  increasing  on  the  Sabbaths,  but 
are  slack  in  attendance  on  religious  meetings  on 
other  days.  Our  number  of  communicants  have 


Fox  River.  30  churches,  15  ministers,  few  settled, 
and  cannot  be.  Number  of  members  in  largest 
church  160 ;  smallest,  10  or  12.  All  under  the  pa¬ 
tronage  of  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society. 
Covers  part  of  the  ground  of  Ottawa  Presbytery,  but 
in  perfect  harmony  with  them.  But  three  revivals  last 
year.  Our  population  and  ministry  both  New-Eng¬ 
land,  and  New-England  principles  prevail.  Catho¬ 
lic  influence  there.  Some  Universalist  churches, 
one  Campbellite  church.  Our  progress  is  steady 
and  gradual,  but  we  do  not  make  leaps.  There  is 
some  moral  influence  in  the  community  in  our  favor, 
but  not  much. 

Knox  Presbytery. 

Rev.  S.  G.  Wright.  In  Knox  county,  central 
Illinois.  Has  10  churches,  1 1  ministers,  and  600 
members.  5  Congregational  churches  connected 
with  us.  The  Manual  Labor  College  within  our 
bounds.  Number  of  pupils  over  100,  and  recently 
several  hopefully  converted  there.  State  of  religion 
generally,  low;  our  population  not  homogeneous. 
Campbellites  and  Swedenborgianism  prevail. 

Ottawa  Presbytery. 

Rev.  Flavel  Bascom.  This  Presbytery  has  24 
ministers,  12  to  18  churches,  all  but  one  of  them  as¬ 
sisted  by  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society. 
Great  unity  and  peace  among  us.  Different  bene¬ 
volent  operations  well  supported.  Revivals  at  Chi¬ 
cago,  70  added ;  and  Belvidere,  20  added.  Anti-sla¬ 
very  receives  attention. 

Galena  Presbytery. 

Rev.  Aretas  Kent.  This  Presbytery  is  in  the 
northwest  of  liliBois.  It  is  small,  feeble  and  new ; 
but  in  the  mining  region,  and  consequently  under 
that  influence  which  is  largely  Romanist.  This 
Presbytery  is  on  terms  of  harmony  with  the  Con¬ 
gregational  body  in  that  region.  No  revivals  this 
year.  Sabbath  schools  and  Monthly  Concerts  are 
well  attended,  and  in  one  church  the  Assembly’s 
Shorter  Catechism  is  taught.  With  most  of  the 
churches  there  is  much  new  and  preparatory  work 
to  do.  which  will  yield  a  harvest  after  awhile.  Many 
Irish  and  German  citizens  among  us,  and  there  is  a 
German  preacher.  Education  is  receiving  conside¬ 
rable  attention,  and  an  effort  is  now  making  to  esta¬ 
blish  at  Galena  a  female  seminary  of  a  high  charac¬ 
ter,  where  teachers  may  be  trained  and  taught.  In 
the  same  city  also,  we  are  trying  to  save  the  Sab¬ 
bath.  But  one  pastor  is  within  our  bounds. 

Salem  Presbytery. 

Rev.  J.  R.  Barnes.  This  Presbytery  includes 
nearly  all  the  southern  quarter  of  Indiana.  Has  10 
churches.  5  pastors.  Several  revivals  have  occur¬ 
red  during  the  year.  The  seat  of  Owen’s  infidelity 
is  among  us.  Twenty  years  ago  Robert  Dale  Owen 
purchased  a  tract  of  land  on  the  Wabash  river,  and 
established  a  town  called  New-Harmony.  But  he 
soon  found  it  impossible  to  manage  the  population 
with  whom  he  found  himself  surrounded,  and  his 
hopes  were  disappointed.  There  are  no  good  schools 


power. 

erciaes  of  the  afternoon,  which  had  cast  a  sombre 
shadow  over  the  congregation.  Dr.  Patton  followed 
up  the  general  train  of  thought  in  some  able  and 
eloquent  remarks,  adducing  many  (acts  illustrative 
of  the  general  position,  drawn  from  the  past  history 
of  the  church. 

Thus  ended  the  first  day — full  of  delightful  inte¬ 
rest,  the  recollection  of  which  will  dwell  in  many  a 
heart  for  many  days  to  come.

I  give  no  account  of  the  business  transactions  of 
the  Convention,  because  they  will  not  be  matters  of 
general  interest  to  your  readers. 

At  10  o’clock  this  morning,  came  on  the  celebra¬ 
tion  of  the  anniversary  of  the  Vermont  Sunday 
School  Union.  The  addresses  were  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Ballard,  of  Boston ;  Rev.  Mr.  Dwight,  of  Port¬ 
land,  Me. ;  Rev.  Dr.  Pattgn,  of  New-York ;  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Spaulding,  of  Ceylon.  All  these  address¬ 
es  were  highly  interesting  to  the  large  auditory  who 
were  in  attendance.  Rev.  Mr.  Ballard  gave  some 
impressive  statements  in  regard  to  the  operations  of 
the  Massachusetts  Sabbath  School  Society,  their 
printing,  publishing,  and  gratuitous  furnishing  of  li¬ 
braries  to  schools  in  the  Mississippi  Valley.  Mr. 
Dwight  told  us  of  the  operations  of  the  American 
Sunday  School  Union.  Dr.  Patton  commended  the 
doctrinal  instruction  contained  in  the  publications 
for  Sunday  schools  printed  in  Boston,  and  rejoiced 
in  our  return  to  Puritan  days  and  Puritan  doctrines. 
Mr.  Spaulding  told  us  how  they  conducted  Sunday 
schools  in  India,  and  related  many  thrilling  facts, 
showing  the  effects  of  Sabbath  school  instruction 
upon  the  minds  of  heathen  children.  From  the 
statements  of  Mr.  S.  we  should  judge  that  heathen 
mothers  in  India  were  far  more  faithful  to  teach 
their  children  heathenism,  than  Christian  mothers 
in  America  are  to  teach  their  children  ChrUtisinity. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  anniversary  of  the  North¬ 
western  Branch  of  the  American  Education  Socie¬ 
ty  was  celebrated.  An  able  report  was  read  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Leavitt,  the  Secretary,  and  addresses 
followed.  The  interest  in  this  cause  is  rising  in  the 
State,  and  we  hope  soon  to  see  it  appreciated  and 
sustained  as  it  ought  to  be  by  the  churches.  The 
evemng  was  devoted  to  business. 

Thold  Day,  June  \9th. 

At  10  o’clock  was  celebrated  the  anniversary  of 
the  Vermont  Domestic  Missionary  Society.  The 
report  was  made  by  Rev.  Mr.  Worcester,  the  effi¬ 
cient  and  able  Secretary  and  Agem  of  the  Society, 
showing  that  its  affairs  are  highly  prosperous.  Thir¬ 
ty-six  missionaries  have  been  sustained,  and  $5000 
have  been  received  into  the  treasury.  We  speak  in 
round  numbers.  Three  thousand  Sunday  school 
scholars  have  been  instructed ;  the  cause  of  Tempe¬ 
rance  has  been  promoted,  and  the  good  order  and 
-  general  welfare  secured,  and  though  no  special  revi¬ 
vals  have  prevailed,  yet  the  labors  of  these  missiona- 


revivals.  Prayer  meetings,  Bible  classes.  Sabbath 
schools,  monthly  concerts,  anti-slavery,  and  tempe¬ 
rance,  have  been  and  are  attended  to  with  conside¬ 
rable  interest. 

‘‘  The  effectual  hindrances  to  the  triumphs  of  the 
pure  religion  of  the  Bible,  are  not  the  deceptions 
slime  of  Popery  ;  nor  the  cure  of  all  diseases  called 
Universalism;  nor  the  Western  type  of  Eastern 
Mohammedanism,  called  Mormonism;  nor  the 
dreamy  imposture  of  Millerism ;  nor  the  pompous 
and  plastic  pretensions  of  Paseyism  ;  nor  the  flesh¬ 
pleasing  offers  of  Socialism ;  nor  the  proteus  forms 
of  heartless  infidelity ;  although  all  these  work  more 
or  less  to  one  and  the  self-same  end,  the  ruin  of 
souls.  But  the  effective  mischief  we  complain  of 
is  the  sickly  sentimentality  of  men  of  influence, 
which  opposes  the  positive  claims  of  the  gospel; 
reduces  to  its  own  convenience  the  simple  'nstitu- 
tions  of,  and  opposes  the  pastoral  office;  delays 
discipline ;  disbelieves  in  ecclesiastical  interference 
with  churches  and  ministers;  permits  professors  of 
religion  to  remain  in  the  church,  who  will  not  con¬ 
form  to  all  the  ordinances  believed  in  by  us ;  which 
places  sincerity  on  the  part  of  errorists  as  a  justifi¬ 
cation  of  the  course  they  pursue,  and  which  covers 
or  excuses  sin  with  a  generosity  as  profuse  as  a 
wealthy  nobleman  would  scatter  small  coin  among 
a  company  of  Neapolitan  beggars.'  We  sincerely 
deplore  all  this,  and  fully  reprobate  expediency, 
where  it  is  used  as  the  first  rule  of  right.  We  ear¬ 
nestly  hope  and  pray,  that  the  Lord  Jesus  would 
pour  out  his  Spirit,  and  bring  his  people  to  well- 
directed  and  active  duty,  and  to  that  holiness  of 
practice,  which  alone  will  be  blessed  of  Him  to  the 
removal  of  all  dangerous  errors  in  principle  and 
practice,  and  to  effectual  extensiou  and  permanence 
of  the  interests  and  kingdom  of  Christ  within  our 
bounds.” 

Independent  Congregational  Association  of  lA^stem 
Reserve. 

Rev.  George  Roberts.  Statistics  not  given. 
Infant  baptism  receiving  new  attention  among  the 
churches,  and  family  religion.  Nothing  else  pecu- 


Sabbath  before  last  entered  tnWFder  of  Jesuits. 

Just  before  he  came  away,  he  learned  that  Fanny 
Wright  was  ^ing  into  the  bosom  of  holy  mother 
church.  We  have  20  ministers,  and  23  churches,  3 
of  whom  are  putting-up  edifices  in  Cincinnati,  and 
during  the  past  winter  they  have  been  much  en¬ 
couraged  by  the  refreshing  influence  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  The  effect  upon  the  people  he  could  describe 
no  better  than  by  saying  that  some  were  now  getting 
out  of  the  seventh  chapter  of  Romans  into  the 
eighth  chapter  of  the  same  epistle.  In  the  quaint 
language  of  an  old  book,  choice  drops  of  honey  from 
the  rock  Christ  had  fallen  upon  them,  and  not  drops 
of  vinegar  from  any  spirituous  distillery.  The  Ger¬ 
mans  at  length  were  waking  up  in  the  cause  of  tem¬ 
perance,  and  recently  50  European  Germans  had 
signed  the  pledge.  Benevolent  objects  were  well 
attended  to.  Sabbath  desecration  was  enormous 
and  alarming,  and  it  seemed  to  be  the  settled  policy 
of  the  Romish  church  to  make  Sabbath  afternoon 
as  a  holyday  season.  Two  or  three  effective  col¬ 
porteurs  have  been  employed  among  the  foreign  po¬ 
pulation^  who  have  been  in  danger  of  their  lives,  but 
the  excitement  has  subsided,  and  they  prosecute 
their  work  unmolested.  A  good  deal  of  difficulty 
has  existed  among  us  as  to  slavery,  but  recently  the 
thing  has  begun  to  work  more  kindly,  and  those 
who  were  wanting  to  do  a  great  deal  more  than  they 
could,  are  now  becoming  willing  to  do  what  they 
can.  Some  who  were  extravagant  hare  become  ju¬ 
dicious,  and  some  who  were  lazy  are  beginning  to 
bestir  themselves. 

Athens  Presbytery. 

Dr.  Lindsey  reported  showers  of  mercy  as  having 
been  largely  engaged  within  the  last  month  by  the 
whole  15  churches  in  its  bounds — especially  in  one 
church  where  there  had  been  an  angry  controversy. 
And  in  Marietta  College,  where  he  had  seen  the  pow¬ 
er  of  God’s  Spirit  manifested  as  he  bad  never  seen  it 
before— out  of  50  once  impenitent  students,  only 
three  remaining  unconverted.  The  result  in  the 
College  has  been  the  greatest  harmony  of  feeling, 
ease  of  government  and  devoted  attention  to  study. 
The  means  employed  nothing  more  than  the  ordin- 


sident,  you  and  I  love  to  be  Constitutional.  Ortho¬ 
dox  Congregationalists  I  also  love,  for  although 
brought  up  in  the  High  Church  Episcopal,  I  was 
ordained  by  Congregationalists.  I  give  them  the 
right  hand  of  fellowship,  for  it  was  Payson  who 
gave  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  to  me ;  and  if  I 
have  any  of  the  true  apostolical  succession  in  me,  I 
received  it  in  through  the  Congregational  channel. 

Another  preliminary  difficulty  to  which  I  may  re¬ 
fer,  is  the  position  of  our  Old  School  brethren.  1  use 
the  term  in  perfect  good  faith,  for  they  use  it.  They 


are  educated  in  New-England,  and  have  been  Con¬ 
gregationalists.  The  true  Congregational  spirit  is 
the  religions  spirit,  as  distinguished  from  the  eccle¬ 
siastical,  which  latter  is  utterly  inconsistent  with 


liar. 

Portage  Presbytery. 

Prof.  Hough.  Comprises  county  of  Portage. 
Has  25  ministers,  25  churches,  13  under  care  of 
Presbytery ;  the  others.  Congregational  officers  of ' 
Western  Reserve  College,  and  agents  of  benevolent 
societies  belonging  to  this  Presbytery.  No  exten¬ 
sive  revivals,  but  some  conversions  have  occurred. 
General  state  of  things  good.  Errors — Universal¬ 
ism,  Campbellism,  and  a  little  Mormonism.  Schrols 
and  academies  pretty  well  attended  to,  and  the  Col¬ 
lege  at  present  in  a  healthful  and  growing  state ; 
though  fewer  theological  students  than  he  would 
wish  to  see. 

Medina  Presbytery. 

Rev.  M.  H.  Wilder.  "  “

ary  means  of  evening  preaching.  If  he  could  see 
such  Jieeling  as  was  there  spreading  all  over  the 
country,  he  would  believe  that  the  kingdom  of  God 
had  come. 

Presbytery  of  Pittsburgh. 

Dr.  Biddle.  Consists  of  8  ministers  and  7  church¬ 
es,  is  a  small  body  belonging  to  Constitutional  Gen¬ 
eral  Assemlby,  surroundea  by  a  dense  mass  of 
churches  belonging  to  the  other  body,  and  Presby¬ 
terians  of  the  strictest  sect,  such  as  Associate  Re¬ 
formed,  dbc.  The  state  of  religion  has  not  been 
particularly  interesting.  No  special  revivals  enjoy¬ 
ed  ;  and  no  particular  progress  in  any  respecL  The 
ordinary  attention  given  to  benevolent  ojierations, 
and  peace  and  harmony  has  prevailed,  not  only 
among  ourselves,  but  with  the  other  bodies  alluded 
to.  We  have  received  two  new  members  of  Pres¬ 
bytery  ddring  the  year.  The  fearful  calamity  that 
befel  our  city,  came  with  peculiar  severity  upon  the 
Third  church  and  has  crippled  its  energies,  but  we 
hopc-it  will  yet  work  for  good,  as  it  has  brought  out 
such  pleasing  manifestauons  of  sympathy  from  all 
parts  of  the  country. 

Geneva  Presbytery,  N.  Y. 

Rev.  Mr.  Sodierb  reported  all  the  churches  of  this 
Presbytery  supplied — a  good  measure  of  advance¬ 
ment  and  growth  among  them.  All  sound  in  the 
Calvinistie  fsith,  religious  instruction  increased,  and 
uniform  attention  to  Am.  Home  Miss.  Society  and 
I  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.,  and  other  soeieties. 

Bt^alo  Presbytery. 

Rev.  A.  T.  Hopkins.  Population  at  last  census 
140,000,  now  160,000 — larger  than  seven  States  and 
territories  of  different  kinds.  Number  of  churches 
36,  ministers  35,  besides  Congregational  churches. 
Harmony  of  Presbjrtery  so  great  that  it  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  divide  the  bt^y,  thot^  several  efforts  have 
been  made.  There  it  increasing  perroaneney  in 
the  pastoral  relation,  and  ministers  are  better  sup¬ 
ported  than  they  were.

On  the  whole,  the  condition  of  things  rather  improv¬ 
ing,  though  considering  the  location,  it  is  a  dark  and 
desolate  region. 

TruTtibull  Presbytery. 

Rev.  N.  B.  Pdrinton.  In  Trumbull  county,  po¬ 
pulation  45,000.  Churches  with  Presbytery,  20 ; 
ministers,  19 ;  5  laboring  without  our  bounds,  and  2 
belonging  to  other  denominations,  but  laboring 
amongus  by  permission.  Two  partial  revivals.  In  afi 
the  churches  is  a  growing  atuchment  to  different 
causes  of  benevolence.  The  conviction  is  settling 
down  upon  the  mind  that  permanent  institutions 
only  are  thoM  which  produce  permanent  results.  A 
number  of  those  who  had  embraced  Perfectionism, 
are  be^nning  to  discover  that  there  is  no  royal  road 
to  holiness,  and  to  find  their  way  back  again  to  or¬ 
thodox  views,  and  work  out  their  salvation  with  fear 
and  trembling.  God  seems  preparing  the  way  to  do 
great  things  for  us  whereof  we  shall  be  glad.  Sab¬ 
bath  schools  are  well  sustained,  and  to  the  destitute 
8000  Bibles  and  Testaments  have  been  distributed. 
Temperance  progresses,  and  the  court  this  year  re¬ 
fused  licenses.  Many  Germans,  Lutherans,  and  Ger¬ 
man  Reformed  amongus,  whaare  paying  increased 
attention  to  experimental  piety.  Various  forms  of 
error  upon  the  wane,  and  none  more  so  than  the 
Campbellites.  In  my  town,  Warren,  was  the  first 
Campbellite  church  nunded  by  Alexander  Camp¬ 
bell.  before  a  Baptist.  It  haa  always  been  a  strong- 
i  hold  of  the  sect,  and  great  efforts  have  been  made  to 
■  perpetuate,  but  in  vain,  After  Campbell  left,  he 
!  succeeded  by  Sydney  Rigdon,  subsequently  the  is- 
-  moos  Mormon  elder.  But  everywhere  this  rorjn  ot

Presbyterian  element.  For  my  own  part,  I  like 
both  churches  together  much  better  than  either 
church  separately.  While  these  denominations 
have  been  in  mutual  harmony  and  accord,  the  truth 
through  their  instrumentality,  has  made  rapid  pro¬ 
gress;  but  where  the  ecclesiasti  sal  spirit  has  tri¬ 
umphed  over  the  religious,  there  has  been  confusion 
and  every  evil  work.  If  the  moral  unity  of  the 
church  was  destroyed,  and  it  were  divided,  I  could 
not  but  feel  that  I  would  rather  be  in  the  united 
body  than  in  either  body  without  the  other.  In 
New-England,  there  has  been  heretofore,  and  still 
exists,  very  little  of  the  disposition  to  give  the  eccle¬ 
siastical  spirit  the  predominance.  There  is  no  real 
ground  for  jealousy  on  the  part  of  Congregational- 
ists  towards  Presbyterians,  and  I  am  sure  the  Pres¬ 
byterians  feel  in  no  way  jealous  of  their  Congrega¬ 
tional  brethren.

The  cause  of  temperance  is  ap¬ 
proved,  and  that  of  anti-slavery  also ;  but  not  the 
schemes  of  the  anti-government  party  and  liberty 
men.  Education  also  deeply  interests  our  sympa¬ 
thies,  and  we  are  now  looking  towards  a  college  at  ! 
BeloiL  We  have  employed  a  colporteur  for  a  year. 
Some  revivals  have  been  enjoyed,  and  the  existing 
state  of  things  generally  favorable  to  the  cause  of 
Christ. 

Convention  of  Mineral  Point. 

Rev.  J.  D.  Stevens.  This  Convention  lies  in 
the  northwest  of  Wisconsin,  embraces  4  counties, 
population, 30,000,  and  very  rapidly  increasing.  We 
nave  12  churchea — largest  100  members,  average 
number  16 — in  all,  less  than  500  communicants. 
Number  of  ministers  9 — only  6  members  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  and  only  3  installed  pastors.  During  the 
last  year,  two  interesting  revivals  at  New  Diggings 
and  Mineral  Point ;  in  the  last  church,  some  50  were 
added.  This  is  the  very  focal  centre  of  Romish 
efforU,  there  being  a  large  church  and  seminary  at 
Dubuque,  and  schools  at  Potosi,  and  other  places. 


In  Paris,  you  will  see  placarded 
upon  all  the  walls  and  places  of  public  amusement, 
the  words,  “  Liberty  and  Order.''  The  citizen  is 
allowed  just  so  much  liberty  as  will  not  interfere 
with  the  preservation  of  order ;  and  the  order  of  the 
law,  it  is  expected,  will  not  interfere  with  the  liberty 
of  the  citizen.  So  in  the  church,  let  our  motto  be, 
“  Religious  Liberty  and  Ecclesiastical  Order."  So 
much  order  as  is  consistent  with  liberty,  and  no  more, 
and  so  much  liberty  as  is  consistent  with  perfect 
ecclesiastical  order.  When  we  have  come  to  that 
kind  of  order  which  admits  of  no  liberty,  and  that 
kind  of  liberty  which  recc^nizes  no  order,  the  foun¬ 
dations  are  destroyed.  The  ecclesiastical  spirit  is 
the  animal  life,  and  the  religious  spirit,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  is  the  intellectual  life.  Let  us  then  go,  with 
all  our  souls,  in  the  church  as  in  the  state,  for  liberty 
AND  order.  The  spirit  of  the  union  should  once 
more  commence,  that  we  may  be  one  in  Christ,  and 
that  Christ  may  be  one  in  us.  Oh  I  if  Christians 
were  all  one  in  the  spirit  of  Chrbt,  soon  would  the 
whtde  world  be  forced  to  believe  that  God  indeed 
had  sent  him.

ONE-  I  once  rightly  directed,  and  quietly  at  work,  it  is  sur¬ 
prising  to  see  how  it  penetrates  and  loosens  the  sand 
and  the  gravel,  filling  it  like  a  sponge.  You  may

one ;  our  country  is  one.  There  are  imperfections 
and  evils  in  various  parts  of  that  church ;  there  are 
also  still  greater  iniquities  and  abuses  in  various 
parts  of  our  country;  but  still  the  church  is  one, 
and  the  country  is  one.  Gk>d  grant  it  may  never  be 
otherwise.  There  may  be  great  diversities  in  the 
church,  and  yet  it  may  continue  one  ;  there  may 
be  great  diversities  and  temporary  divisions  i 
country,  and  yet  this  country  may  continue 
Surely,  in  this  unity  there  is  strength ;  in  this  unity 
we  have  already  a  mighty  power  over  the  world — 
a  power  that  shall  be  greater  than  that  of  any  other 
unity  the  world  has  ever  seen,  because  ours  is  not 
an  enforced  or  despotic  unity,  but  voluntary ;  and 
if  the  spirit  of  Christ  live  and  move  in  it,  it  will  be 
for  the  good  and  glory  of  the  world  irresistible. 

But  what  if  we  are  broken  in  pieces?  We  shall 
be  like  a  broken  crystal  vase,  that  can  never  again 
be  united.  A  few  cups  might  be  wrought  from  the 
fragments,  but  the  fair,  magnificent  work,  that  was 
the  wonder  of  the  world,  and  held  a  fountain,  is 
gone  forever.  And  the  nations,  instead  of  coming 


the  principal  objects  of  the  Society  were  to  establish 
schools  wherever  there  is  a  popuJation,  and  furnish 
them  with  books.  It  has  established  several  thou¬ 
sand  Sunday  sahools.  Last  year,  it  gave  away  over 
$12,000  worth  of  books;  and  two-tkirds  of  all  its 
publications  are  from  New-England  authors. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Albro  advocated  the  claims  of  the 
Massachusetts  S.  S.  Society.  He  commended  it  to 
the  regards  of  his  hearers,  not  as  a  foreigner,  but  a 
legitimate  child  of  Congregationilism.  He  noticed 
its  several  peculiarities :  it  is  a  Congregational  So¬ 
ciety.  It  can  do  that  for  the  West  which  no  other 
Society  can  do.  It  can  publish  everything  which 
a  Congregational  church  needs.  We  have  more 
children  at  the  West  than  we  can  possibly  feed. 
And  if  we  do  not  provide  for  our  own,  we  have  de¬ 
nied  the  faith  of  Congregationalism,  and  are  worse 
than  infidels.  The  Society  does  not  sent  out  agents 
to  establish  schools,  supply  schools.  It  is  also  a 
self-supporting  Society  from  the  small  profits  of  its 
books. 

Rev.  Mr.  Sawtell  next  called  our  attention  to 
the  Foreign  Evangelical  Society.  He  spoke  of  the 
importance  of  the  gospel  in  Papal  countries,  and  the 
good  already  accomplished  by  colporteurs  in  France 
and  other  countries.  Here  were  the  children,  and 


Literature  of  the  Sandwich  Islandg. 

W^e  have  received  from  the  missionaries  at  the 
Sandwich  Islands,  several  publications  of  a  deeply- 
interesting  nature.  First,  from  Rev.  Mr.  (^n,  at 
Hilo,  Hawaii,  a  translation  of  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
in  one  thick  octavo  volume,  entitled  Paittpala.  Hc- 
molele,  the  Holy  Writings,  printed  in  1838.  Thin 
is  the  gift  of  gifts,  the  first  fruits  of  every  missionary 
enterprise,  the  seed  for  a  harvest  of  souls,  the  gates 
of  the  kingdom  of  heaven  opened,  the  foundation 
and  heart  of  a  literature  of  purity  and  blessedness 
in  this  world,  and  a  living  temple  of  glory  in  eter¬ 
nity.  The  New  Testament  was  first  tranriated, 
beginning  with  the  Gospel  of  Matthew,  in  1828,  by 
Messrs.  Bingham  and  Thurston.  Next,  the  Gospel 
of  John,  in  the  same  year,  by  Mr.  Thurston.  Then 
the  Gospel  of  Luke,  in  1829,  by  Mr.  Bingham. 
The  remainder  of  the  New  Testament  was  finished 
by  the  year  1832,  by  Messrs.  Richards,  Thurston, 
Andrews,  Bingham,  and  Bishop. 

The  Old  Testament  was  translated  by  the  same 
I  missionaries,  with  the  addition  of  Messrs.  Green, 


alarming. 


The  whole  number  of 
removals  far  exceeded  the  whole  number  of  addi¬ 
tions.  He  thought  if  the  gospel  had  its  full  efiect, 
there  would  be  far  less  harmony  than  there  is  now. 
In  the  200  churches  of  Vermont,  there  were  only  3 
revivals !  In  the  240  churches  of  Connecticut,  there 
were  reported  only  8  revivals !  In  the  nearly  400 
churches  of  Massachusetts,  only  10  revivals !  And 
in  other  States  the  number  was  proportionably  small. 
Every  part  of  the  land  is  consuming  with  the  spiri¬ 
tual  drought.  Nothing  can  be  so  terrible  as  the  with¬ 
drawing  of  the  Spirit.  No  destructive  fires  in  cities, 
no  commercial  disasters,  no  political  disturbances 
were  so  much  to  be  deplored  as  this  spiritual  death. 
What  shall  we  do  ?  Are  we  to  sit  still  ?  He  thought 
if  ministers  would  sound  the  alarm,  and  blow  the 
trumpet,  such  mournful  reports  would  never  again 
be  presented  to  this  Association. 

After  prayer,  by  Mr.  Rogers,  the  meeting  was 
adjourned  till  7!  o’clock,  in  the  evening.

MASSACHUSETTS  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

In  the  evening,  a  sermon  was  delivered  before 
this  Society,  by  the  Rev*.  James  W.  Ward,  of 
Abington,  from  1  Tim.  5 :  8.  “  But  if  a  man  provide 
not  for  his  own,  and  especially  for  those  of  his  own 
house,  he  hath  denied  the  faith,  and  is  worse  than 
an  infidel  ;”  deducing  the  sentiment  that  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  is  identical 
with  the  Christian  religion, 

1.  In  its  object. 

2.  In  the  means  employed. 

3.  In  its  principles  of  action.  This  sermon  was 
a  brilliant  production,  being  ably  written  and  elo¬ 
quently  delivered ;  and  it  evidently  produced  its  de¬ 
signed  effect  iu  awakening  in  the  minds  of  all  a 
deeper  interest  in  this  glorious  cause.  The  speak¬ 
er  closed  with  the  following  inferences : 

1.  If  the  Home  Missionary  Society  is  an  essen¬ 
tial  element  of  Christianity,  then  the  possession  of 
its  spirit  is  essential  to  the  life  of  the  church  in  our 
land. 

2.  If  the  Home  Missionary  Society  is  an  essential 
element  of  Christianity,  then  this  spirit  is  necessary 
to  the  salvation  of  our  country. 

3.  If  the  Home  Missionary  Society  is  an  essen¬ 
tial  element  of  Christianity,  then  ministers  should 
see  to  It  that  they  cherish  this  principle  in  their  own 
hearts,  and  cultivate  it  in  the  hearts  of  their  people. 

4.  If  the  Home  Missionary  Society  is  an  essen¬ 
tial  element  of  Christianity,  then  the  strength  and 
vigor  of  the  churches  is  an  index  of  their  spiritual 
state. 

The  singing  of  the  choir  on  this,  as  on  other  pub¬ 
lic  occasions,  was  of  a  highly  devotional  character, 
and  added  much  to  the  interest  of  the  meeting.  A 
collection  was  taken  up  in  aid  of  Home  Missions, 
[  amounting  to  $24.60.

Now  if  God  brings  down  this  mountain  by  his 
word  and  his  Spirit,  our  Union  will  be  preserved. 
For,  be  it  remembered,  when  God  intends  to  save  a 
people  from  their  sins,  he  does  it  byucorlcing  in  Hum 
to  will  and  to  do,  according  to  his  -pleasure.  God 
works  by  the  voluntary  system ;  man  is  always  dis¬ 
posed  to  compulsion.  God  is  long-suffering ;  man 
is  impatient,  intolerant.  God  speaks  in  a  still  small 
voice ;  man  roars  like  a  beast,  and  thinks  it  is  God’s 
thunder.  God  takes  an  erring  man  and  renews  his 
heart ;  man  takes  him  and  burns  him  at  the  stake, 
or  cuts  ofl’his  head.  We  greatly  prefer  God’s  way 
to  man’s  way.

on  the  title-page.  Many  editions  of  particular  por¬ 
tions  of  Scripture  have  been  printed ;  three  uniform 
editions  of  the  New  Testament,  and  one  edition  of 
the  whole  Bible.  The  second  edition  of  the  whole 
Bible  is  now  going  through  the  press,  under  the 
superintendence  of  Mr.  Bishop.  At  the  general 
meeting  of  the  missionaries  in  the  Sandwich  Islands, 
in  1844,  Rev.  Mr.  Bingham  was  appointed,  as  the 
patriarch  of  the  mission,  to  revise  the  whole  trans¬ 
lation,  and  prepare  a  new  and  more  perfect  edition 
for  the  press. 

Glorious  gift  of  God,  and  noble  work  of  his  self- 
denying  servants !  May  the  blessed  spirit  of  Christ 
accompany  it,  and  make  the  Islands  under  its  iuflu- 


States.  What  an  enormous  extent  of  territory ! 
The  greater  part  of  habitable  North-America ! 
What  a  power  over  the  world,  if  a  great  soul  and  a 
just  spirit  inspire  it !  It  is  the  power  of  freedom 
and  goodness,  with  room  to  grow  and  exert  its 
energies.  What  a  kingdom  for  Christ,  if  his  Spirit 
is  poured  out  upon  it! 


What  will  it  be  when  a 
thousand  million  people  it  ? 

The  great  view  of  Evarts  comes  to  my  mind,  his 
last  view  of  his  country,  like  that  of  Moses  from 
Pisgah,  before  his  death.  When  that  mighty  and 
glorious  vision  of  the  future  was  unrolled  by  him, 
and  its  sight  caused  such  deep  emotion  throughout 
our  land,  we  had  not  begun  to  talk  of  disunion ;  it 
would  have  seemed  treason  to  mention  it.  And  if 
it  had  come  up  to  the  mind  of  Evarts.  no  suchT pic¬ 
ture  as  he  drew  of  the  glories  of  Christ’s  future 
kingdom  in  this  land  could  have  been  drawn  by 
him.  The  success  and  power  of  the  church  of 
Christ  in  this  country  depends  much  upon  our  re- 
maiuing  a  united  people,  under  the  same  happy 
form  of  government,  with  the  same  common  bond 
of  interest.  We  shall  have  power  over  other  na¬ 
tions,  just  in  proportion  as  we  have  union  among 
ourselves. 

The  fears  and  jealousies  of  the  world’s  despots 
against  us,  are  caused  by  the  power  and  example 


was  compelled  by  lU  neaiiu  lo  visit  ims  country  id 
1837 ;  returned  again  to  the  Islands  in  the  spring 
of  1840,  and  resumed  his  labors.  At  a  general 
meeting  of  the  missionaries,  it  was  thought  that  the 
attitude  and  circumstances  of  the  nation  demanded 
a  more  full  and  definite  history  than  had  as  yet  been 
written,  and  the  task  was  assigned  to  Mr.  Dibble. 
Though  still  an  invalid,  he  has  lived  to  complete  a 
good  work.  The  history  is  brought  down  nearly  to 
1844,  including  the  iniquitous  career  of  Lord  George 
Paulet  against  the  Islands,  and  the  happy  restoration 
of  their  sovereignty  under  King  Kamehameka, 
through  the  instrumentality  of  the  worthy  Rear- 
Admiral  Thomas.  A  royal  historical  society  has 
been  formed  in  the  Islands. 

We  have  received  from  Rev.  Mr.  Dibble  an  ex¬ 
cellent  little  work,  entitled  “  A  Voice  from  Abroad, 
or  Thoughts  on  Missions,  from  a  Missionary  to  his 
Classmates.”  It  is  printed  at  the  press  of  the  Mis¬ 
sion  Seminary  at  Labainaluna,  in  1844.  The 
greater  part  of  the  volume  was  written  on  board 
ship  in  1837,  tossing  around  Cape  Horn,  and  was 
delivered  in  a  series  of  lectures  in  this  country.  It 
breathes  a  deep  love  to  Christ,  to  the  heathen,  and 
an  animating,  self-denying  derotedness  to  the  great 
cause  of  missions  for  Christ’s  sake. 

Next  we  have  to  acknowledge,  from  Rev.  Mr. 
Clark,  of  Wailuka,  a  deeply-interesting  sketch  of 
the  •'  Life,  Character,  and  Labors  of  the  late  Barti- 
meus  L.  Puaiiki,  of  Wailuku,  Maui,  Sandwich  Isl¬ 
ands,”  by  Rev.  J.  S.  Green.  This  is  printed  also 
at  the  press  of  the  Mission  Seminary  at  Lahainalu- 
na,  in  1844.  There  is  appended  to  it  a  brief  notice 
of  the  life  and  Christian  character  of  Hawaii,  who 
died  at  Wailuku,  February  21,  1844,  by  Rev.  E.W. 
Clark.  To  tjje  first  of  these  notices  we  shall  en¬ 
deavor  to  devote  a  separate  article.  Delightful 
fruits  they  are  of  the  missionary  enterprise  and  the 
love  of  Christ  in  these  Islands,  brought  back  to  us 
Christians  of  the  United  States,  to  make  us  adore 
the  grace  that  works  such  wonders,  and  to  humble 
us  in  view  of  our  own  poor  attainments  amidst  our 
great  privileges. 


solutions  were  ollered  relative  to  various  subjects  of 
interest. 

Rev.  Mr.  Porter  offered  the  following,  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Association  regard  with  interest  the  for¬ 
mation  of  the  Christian  Alliance  between  the  various  denomina¬ 
tions  of  Christians,  the  objects  of  which  are  to  promote  religious 
freedom,  and  to  diffuse  useful  knowledge  among  the  natives  of 
Italy  and  otlier  Papal  countries,  nnd  recorameniT  this  Society  lo 
the  consideration  of  the  ministers  and  churches  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth.  • 

Ilev.  Mr.  Stearns  offered  the  followiDfir,  whioL 
was  alsu  iiuopted : 

Resolvul,  That  this  Association,  in  view  of  the  great  move¬ 
ments  in  Papal  countries,  and  the  blessiim  of  God  that  has  evi¬ 
dently  attended  the  work  of  the  Foreign  E^rangelical  Society,  in 
France  and  other  Papal  countries,  do  recommend  this  Society 
to  the  sympathies,  the  prayers,  and  tlie  charities  of  the  churches 
within  our  bounds. 

Rev.  Mr.  Rogers  oflered  the  following,  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Society  lor  the  Promotion  of  Collegiate 
and  Theological  Education  at  the  West,  has  our  cordial  appro¬ 
bation,  as  wisely  adapted  to  the  great  end  which  it  has  in  v^w, 
and  we  therefore  recommend  to  the  pastors  and  churches  within 
bounds  to  give  it  a  place  in  their  systematic  contributions  for  the 
advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ 

Rev.  Mr.  Dana  offered  the  following,  which  was 
adopted ; 

Deeply  pained  at  the  almost  entire  withdrawal  of 
the  convening  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
fully  believing  that  the  arm  of  the  Lord  is  not  short¬ 
ened  that  it  cannot  save  nor  his  ear  heavy  that  it 
cannot  hear,  and  that  our  sins  have  separated  be¬ 
tween  us  and  him,  and  our  iniquities  have  caused 
him  to  hide  his  face  from  us,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  recommend  to  the  churches  of  this 
commonwealth,  to  observe  the  last  Thursday  in  September  next, 
as  a  day  of  humiliation,  fasting  and  prayer. 

TAX. 

The  Auditing  Committee  reported  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  a  tax  of  50  cents  upon  each  member 
of  the  District  Associations.  The  report  was  adopt¬ 
ed,  and  the  tax  was  ordered  to  be  levied. 

PREACHER  POR  NEXT  YEAH. 

Voted,  That  the  Andover  Association  be  request¬ 
ed  to  furnish  a  preacher  for  next  year. 

VOTE  or  THANKS. 

Voted.  That  the  thanks  of  this  Association  be 
presented  to  Rev.  S.  S.  Smith,  and  his  people,  for 
the  cordial  spirit  and  Christian  hospitality  they  have 
shown  this  body  during  its  present  meeting,  and  also 
to  the  choir,  for  their  important  and  acceptable  ser¬ 
vices,  and  that  Brother  Smith  be  requested  to  com¬ 
municate  this  vote  of  thanks  to  his  people  and  the 
choir. 

PRAYER  MEETI.\G. 

It  should  have  been  remarked  before,  that  interest¬ 
ing  prayer  meetings  were  held  in  the  meeting-house, 
at  5  o’clock  on  each  morning  during  the  meeting  of 
the  Association,  which  were  well  attended,  and  of 
highly  devotional  character.  They  were  evidently 
productive  of  much  good.  The  lirst  morning,  the 
meeting  was  conducted  by  the  pastor,  several  fer¬ 
vent  prayers  were  offered,  and  brief  addresses  made 
by  Rev.  Messrs.  Curtiss,  Thompson,  and  others. 
The  secend  morning,  the  services  were  conducted 
by  Dr,  Bates,  making  some  impressive  remarks,  and 
exciting  inquiry  concerning  the  prevailing  spiritual 
dearth  in  our  American  Zion,  Precious  sentiments 


Benevolence  of  Granville  Sharp. 

We  believe  that  no  man  ever  doubted  the  purity, 
depth,  and  disinterestedness  of  the  philanthropy  of 
the  excellent  Granville  Sharp. 


He  was  the  friend 
of  humanity,  the  friend  of  the  slave,  the  friend  of 
the  needy  and  distressed.  He  was  truly  a  benevo¬ 
lent  man,  a  man  of  the  kindest  feelings,  a  man  who 
would  not  needlessly  have  set  foot  upon  a  worm,  a 
man  who  loved  his  neighbor  as  himself. 

But  Granville  Sharp’s  benevolence  was  not  a 
thing  of  mere  impulse  and  sympathy.  It  was 
founded  upon,  and  guided  by  great  principles,  as 
well  as  strong  feeling.  It  was  moored  fast  to  the 
word  of  God.  It  was  not  humanity  merely,  but  re¬ 
ligion.  It  was  not  sentimentalism,  but  good  sense,. 
In  reference  to  crime,  it  regarded  not  merely  the 
interests  of  the  criminal,  but  the  protection  of  society 
and  the  law  of  God. 

Granville  Sharp  placed  dueling  on  the  same  foot¬ 
ing  with  murder,  and  would  have  had  the  same 
punishment  follow  it,  arguing  justly,  that  if  the  du¬ 
elist  were  so  treated  by  the  laws  of  his  country,  the 
crime  of  dueling  would  disappear  from  existence. 
In  regard  to  the  punishment  of  murder  by  death, 
Granville  Sharp  took  his  stand  upon  the  word  of 
God,  and  nothing  could  move  him.  According  to 


Thursday  Morning. 

The  delegates  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  the 
roll  was  called,  and  prayer  offered  by  the  Moderator. 

LAY  DELEGATION. 

The  minutes  having  been  read,  letters  were  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Suffolk  North  and  Worcester  North 
Associations,  respectfully  suggesting  that  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Association  so  alter  the  basis  of  their  Constitu¬ 
tion  as  to  admit  of  a  lay  delegation  equal  in  number 
to  that  of  the  clerical  delegation.  After  some  dis¬ 
cussion,  the  whole  matter  was  referred  to  a  commit¬ 
tee,  consisting  of  Dr.  Humphry,  Messrs.  Rogers,  and 
Fisk,  who  subsequently  reported  the  following, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Association  submit  by  their  Sec¬ 
retary,  to  the  District  Associations,  the  following  question,  re¬ 
questing  an  answer  at  their  next  annual  meeting,  vjz.  Shall  the 
basis  of  organization  of  the  General  Association  be  so  modified 
as  to  admit  of  a  lay  delegation  in  this  body,  equal  in  number  to 
the  clerical  delegation  ? 

SECOND  PREACHER. 

Rev.  John  Albro  was  appointed  second  preach¬ 
er,  to  deliver  the  sermon  before  the  Home  Missiona¬ 
ry  Society,  next  year. 

SLAVERY  AGAIN. 

The  discussion  on  slavery  was  again  revived,  and 
occupied  a  considerable  portion  of  the  forenoon. 


The  standm^^’fuies  of  the  Association  were  then 
read  by  Rev.  Dr.  Snell,  after  which  the  business 
of  the  session  was  introduced  with  prayer  by  the 
Moderator.  The  following  coi^ittees  were  then 
chosen:

After  prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Fisk,  the  meeting  ad¬ 
journed  till  next  morning  at  8  o’clock. 

In  the  evening.  Rev.  Edward  Beecher,  DJ).,  of 
Boston,  delivered  an  able  discourse  before  a  very 
large  and  attentive  congregation,  in  Rev.  Mr.  Smith’s 
church. 


His  text  was  from  Isaiah  6 : 1-8,  and  his 
design  was  to  show  the  nature  and  necessity  of  that 
moral  purification  which  is  efl[ected  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  in  order  to  arrest  the  constant  tendency  to 
pollution  and  sin. 

Wednesday  morning. 

At  8  o’clock,  A.M.,  the  roll  was  called,  and  the 
session  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Moderator.  The 
minutes  were  then  read,  after  which  letters  were 
presented  from  several  delegates,  giving  account  of 
their  visits  to  other  Associations.  A  communica¬ 
tion  was  also  received  from  the  Congregational 
Union  of  Canada  East,  (formed  about  six  years 
ago)  with  a  proposition  to  be  in  correspondence 
with  this  body,  which  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  of  Arrangements  then  reported 
in  part  the  items  of  business  to  come  before'  the 
meeting,  which  will  appear  below  as  they  came 
under  consideration. 

The  Committee  to  prepare  the  Narrative  of  the 
state  of  religion,  was  nominated  as  follows :  Rev. 
Messrs.  Sanford,  Ellingwood,  Humphry,  Sweetser, 
and  Fitch.  « 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Cong. 
Union  of  Wiskonsan,  giving  some  account  of  the 
stete  and  prospects  of  religion  iu  that  Territory, 
proposing,  in  their  new  state,  to  correspond  with 
this  body  by  letter,  and  in  return  desiring  that  a 
delegate  may  be  sent  to  them  from  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Association.  The  communication  stated  that 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Cong.  Union  of  Wiskon¬ 
san,  were  60  churches  and  about  40  ministers. 

SLAVERY. 

A  memorial  was  then  received  on  the  subject  of 
Slavery  from  the  Mendon  Association,  in  the  form 
of  a  resolution,  eovering  the  ground  of  several  other 
resolutions,  as  follows : 

Resohed,  That  w«  reo^  Slavery  in  tka  Soatbara  State*  a* 
a  sreat  aia— a  violatioo  Jike  of  tht  great  priacipleB  aad  epirit  of 
Ckrieliaaity,  aad  that  it  bocome*  lu,  as  meoaber*  of  the  mom 
great  Christian  foiaily,  to  remonetrale  with  our  brethren  at  the 
South,  ia  regard  to  thie  sin  of  typreeeioa.  We  regard,  therefore, 
aa  very  importaat,  the  suggestion  made  last  year  to  the  General 
Aeeociation  of  MasMchasetts,  by  their  Cominittoe,  "That  the 
Aseoeiatioa  should  aew  sddrM  the  General  Amembliea  of  the 
Froabyieriaa  ehurehea,  with  whotn  wo  are  in  oaneapoadtaMe,”  on 
this  snlgect.  And  it  i*  our  ardent  deaire  that  the  Oeaaral  Aaao- 
ciation  inav  kindly,  but  foithfuliy,  addroM  a  letter  of  remoostraaoe 
to  the  Eeeleeiaatieal  Bodfoe  above  nained.  And  we  hereby  in*

HAWAIIAN  TEMPLE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REFUGE,  AS  SEEN 

BY  ELLIS  IN  1823 — PRESENT  ASPECT  AND  RUINS - 

HEIANS  AND  IDOLS,  HOW  ERECTED — STORY  OP  A 
DESPOT  IN  KAO — CUSTOMS  AND  PRIVILEGES  CON¬ 
NECTED  WITH  THE  PUHONUA — SPECULATIONS  ASTO 
ITS  ORIGIN — CHANGE  EFFECTED  IN  NATIONAL  CHA¬ 
RACTER  AND  HABITS — POWER  OF  THE  GOSPEL,  AND 
FORCE  OP  LAW. 

Just  returned  from  a  visit  to  the  celebrated  old 
Puhonua  or  Hawaiian  city  of  refuge,  at  Honaunau, 
the  ancient  residence  of  kings,  where  Kalaimoku,  be 
that  was  afterwards  called  the  Iron  Cable  of  Ha¬ 
waii,  fled  for  refuge  after  the  sanguinary  battle  that 
made  Kamehameha  the  Great  sovereign  of  the 
whole  island.  I  say  celebrated,  because  this  and 
one  of  the  same  kind  in  Waipio,  Kohala,  are  the 
only  sanctuaries  of  the  kind  ever  known  to  have  ex¬ 
isted  among  pagans ;  and  this  has  been  frequently 
spoken  of  by  missionaries  as  an  unique  object 
among  the  ruins  of  Paganism,  to  be  contemplated 
with  unusual  interest. 

When  Ellis  visited  it  in  his  missionary  tour 
round  Hawaii,  there  was  standing  within  it  a  house 
called  the  House  of  Keawe,  which  would  seem  to 
have  been  to  Hawaii  what  Iona  was  to  Scotland,  a 
sacred  depository  of  the  bones  of  departed  kings  and 
princes,  probably  first  erected  for  the  custody  of  his 
remains  whose  name  it  bore,  a  king  that  reigned  in 
Hawaii  about  eight  generatious  back.  “  By  push¬ 
ing  one  of  the  boards  across  the  door  way  a  little  on 
one  side,  (says  Ellis,*)  we  looked  in  and  saw  many 
large  images,  some  of  wood  very  much  carved, 
others  of  red  feathers,  with  wide  distended  mouths, 
large  rows  of  sharks’  teeth,  and  glaring  pearl-shell 
eyes.  We  also  saw  several  bundles  apparently  of 
human  bones,  cleaned,  carefully  tied  up  with  cinet 
made  of  cocoa-nut  fibres,  and  placed  in  different 
parts  of  the  house,  together  with  some  rich  shawls 
and  other  valuable  articles,  probably  worji  by  those 
to  whom  the  bones  belonged,  as  the  wearing  apparel 
and  other  personal  property  of  the  chiefs  is  gene¬ 
rally  buried  with  them. 

On  the  outside  of  the  enclosure,  there  were  rude¬ 
ly  carved  male  and  female  images  of  wood,  some  on 
low  pedestals  under  the  shade  of  an  adjacent  tree, 
others  on  high  posts  on  the  jutting  rocks  that  over¬ 
hung  the  edge  of  the  water.  At  the  south-east  end 


sustained.  Temperance  not  on  the  advance.  No 
revivals,  yet  several  churches  have  received  addi¬ 
tions. 

Franklin. — Embraces  25  churches,  11  of  which 
are  aided  by  the  Home  Missionary  Society.  No 
revivals ;  only  14  conversions  in  all.  No  licenses 
granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  drinks.  Contri¬ 
butions  te  objects  of  benevolence  increasing. 

Brookfleld. — No  revivals,  and  but  few  additions. 
The  whole  number  of  members  is  less  than  it  was 
last  year ;  yet  there  are  some  circumstances  of  en¬ 
couragement.  All  the  churches  are  supplied  with 
pastors  and  teachers.  Sabbath  schools  are  prosper¬ 
ous,  and  temperance  greatly  on  the  increase. 

Worcester.  Central. — Embraces  18  pastors,  19 
churches,  4253  members.  There  has  been  the  past 
year  two  dismissions  of  ministers,  and  one  settle¬ 
ment.  The  removals  of  church  members  exceeds 
the  additions  by  56  persons.  Public  worship  is 
maintained  at  the  Insane  Hospital,  and  at  the  Coun¬ 
ty  Jail,  in  Worcester. 

Worcester  North. — Embraces  11  churches,  9  of 
i  which  have  pastors.  Not  a  single  revival.  The 
word  has  been  preached,  yet  the  cords  of  Zion  are 


also  the  strong  declaration  of  his  opinion  of  the 
eternal  and  unalterable  obligation  of  the  death-pu¬ 
nishment  for  murder,  by  the  law  of  God.  It  is 
good  to  see  a  distinguished,  undoubted,  world-ho¬ 
nored  philanthropist,  one  whose  name  stands  in  the 
same  catalogue  with  Howard’s,  abiding  by  the 
WORD  OF  God. 

“  Now,  the  absurd  and  depraved  notions  of  honor 
and  gentleman-like  satisfaction  of  which  I  complain, 
could  not  possibly  exist,  if  every  conquerer  in  a  duel, 
who  kills  his  antagonist,  was  sure  of  being  hanged 
up  as  an  ignominious  felon,  for  his  own  gentleman- 


Presby  terian  church,  or  be  presented  in  persona  by 
the  delegates  to  those  bodies ;  and  also,  whether  it 
should  be  sent  to  those  bodies  alone,  or  to  all  the 
foreign  bodies  in  correspondence  with  the  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Rev.  Mr.  Wolcott  proposed  an  amendment  to 
the  resolution,  and  moved  that  the  delegates  be  in¬ 
structed  to  present  the  subject  of  slavery  to  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in  person. 

Rev.  Mr.  Rogers  was  opposed  to  the  motion  for 
amendment.  The  committee  that  drafted  this  re¬ 
port  (of  which  he  was  one)  were  happily  united  in 
the  sentiments  it  contained.  They  endorsed  it  in 
all  good  faith.  They  were  happy  to  find  that  so 
many  of  different  views  could  meet  on  this  broad 
platform.  He  thought  it  would  place  the  delegates 
in  an  unpleasant  position,  to  compel  them  to  present 
the  subject  to  the  General  Assembly  in  person.  And 
as  to  selecting  out  the  Presbyterian  bodies,  and  pre¬ 
senting  the  document  to  them  alone,  he*thought  it 
would  be  making  an  invidious  distinction ;  and,  be¬ 
sides,  it  would  be  leaving  such  bodies  as  those  of 
England  and  Wales,  without  correcting  their  erro¬ 
neous  impressions  concerning  us  on  this  subject. 

Rev.  Mr.  Bushnell  called  for  a  division  of  the 
question.  He  would  have  each  part  taken  up  and 
tried  separately. 

Rev.  Dr.  Fisk  was  in  favor  of  the  amendment. 
He  would  send  the  resolution  as  it  was  to  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly  of  the  Presbjtterian  church,  and  to  no  j 
others,  except  to  inform  them  what  we  have  done. 


Middlesex  Union. — Embraces  18  churches,  15  of 
which  have  settled  pastors.  Two  new  houses  of 
public  worship  have  been  erected.  Some  churches 
have  made  lafger  contributions  than  in  former  years. 
Radicalism  has  gready  subsided.  Harmony  pre¬ 
vails.  The  church  at  Lancaster  has  enjoyed  the 
influences  of  the  Spirit  to  some  extent. 

Middlesex  South. — No  revivals.  The  usual 
amount  of  labor  has  been  performed — harmony 
prevails — congregations  full  and  solemn.  In  most 
of  the  churches  individual  cases  of  hopeful  conver¬ 
sion  have  occurred.  The  removals  of  church  mem- 
bt.rs,  in  various  ways,  exceeds  the  additions  by  al¬ 
most  one-third.  Sabbath  schools  are  flourishing, 
and  the  various  benevolent  objects  were  never  bet¬ 
ter  sustained. 

Woburn. — Great  outward  prosperity  iu  the  chur- 
che^  though  there  has  been  no  general  effusion  of 
the  Spirit.  Sabbath  schools  are  not  so  large  as  they 
they  have  lost  none  of  their  in¬ 
terest.  The  people  are  anti-slavery.  One  meeting- 
honse  has  erected— one  minister  has  been  set- 

one  dismissed,  and  there  is  one  vacancy. 

Andow.--Only  one  revival,  at  South  church  in 
Andover— about  70  converts,  one-half  of  whom  have 
almdy  made  a  profession  of  religion.  In  Lowell, 
a  fourth  church  has  recently  been  organized,  and 
another  will  probably  ^n  be  formed. 

Essex  South.— Kt^nces  25  churches — 5000 
members.  Two  churches  have  changed  pastors 
dn^  the  year.  A  new  church  has  been  l^ed 
m  Danvers,  but  as  yet  it  has  no  jpastor.  There  have 
a  few  conversions,  but  no  revivals.  The  ad¬ 
ditions  to  the  chnrches  have  been  158 — removals 
159;  decrease  1. 

Suffolk  North.— Ko  special  divine  influence,  yet 
two  ^ujches  have  eigoyed  seasons  of  great  religious 
interest.  There  have  been  not  many  additions,  vet 


be  continued  and  mended.  Of  late,  some  men  of 
enterprise  have  undertaken  in  this  way  to  make 
Augusta  the  Lowell  of  Maine ;  and  if  they  do  not 
work  upon  the  Sabbath,  there  is  some  prospect  of 
their  success.  Intending  to  make  a  flume  or  canal 
for  the  water,  through  a  high  bluff  of  land,  they  set 
a  number  of  laborers  at  work  digging.  It  would 
have  been  a  slow  and  costly  operation ;  but  one  day 
an  up-river  raftsman  told  them  to  dismiss  their 
Irishmen,  and  he  would  practice  the  lesson  which 
the  river  had  taught  them  of  sld  ;  he  would  make 
the  water  do  the  work  of  hundreds  of  laborers. 
Accordingly,  constructing  one  or  two  temporary 
flumes  for  the  purpose,  he  just  turned  the  great  river 
at  play  upon  the  base  of  the  bluff  which  tvas  to  be 
cut  through,  and  down  it  came  like  a  mountain, 
slide  after  slide,  as  fast  as  the  water  wore  away  the 
soil  beneath.  And  as  fast  as  it  came  down,  the 
same  water,  directed  again  in  a  rapid  stream  into 
the  bed  of  the  river,  served  as  a  hundred  carts  to 
dispose  of  it.  It  was  a  curious  operation,  and  one 
of  much  interest,  and  it  might  illustrate  a  good  many 
things,  but  especially  the  right  way  of  going  to  work 
to  remove  obstacles  and  get  rid  of  evils. 

In  morals,  as  well  as  in  physicals,  there  is  a  pow¬ 
er  which  will  do  the  work  of  ten  thousand  laborers,  I 
if  we  can  come  at  it.  When  any  great  evil  stares  I 
ns  in  the  face,  or  obstacle  in  the  way  of  our  move¬ 
ments,  we  have  got  into  the  habit  of  setting  an  army 
of  men  upon  it  with  spades  and  pick-axes.  This  is 
all  very  well,  if  the  men  be  animated  by  th*  right 


Rev.  Dr.  Bates  was  opposed  to  the  motion.  He 
thought  it  would  look  like  entering  upon  a  course  of 
discipline  with  our  Presbyterian  brethren.

He  would  instruct 
the  delegates  to  present  the  subject  to  the  Presbyte¬ 
rian  bodies  directly,  because  it  had  reference  to 
them. 

Rev.  Mr.  Sweetser  thought  that  if  the  motion 
passed,  nothing  would  be  gained,  but  rather  lost ; 
that  the  delegates  might  by  some  means  be  prevent¬ 
ed  from  going,  and  that  there  were  nine  chances  out 
of  ten  that  the  resolution  would  never  reach  the 
General  Assembly  at  all. 

At  length  the  ‘‘previous  question”  was  moved 
and  canied ;  so  the  motion  for  amendment  was  lost, 
and  the  debate  ended.

The  recent  call  of  five 
per  cent  upon' the  subscriptious  mads  by  New-Yorkers  in  ’35 
sod  ’30,  is  to  test  whether  they  are  willing  to  go  on  with  the 
rood  now.  If  they  allow  their  stock  to  be  forfeited,  Bostonians 
are  then  coming  forward  to  take  up  the  whole  stock,  and  prose¬ 
cute  the  work  at  once. 

Thin  paper  is  now  luanufoctured  for  letter  writing,  in  order  to 
meet  the  new  postage  law.  A  ream  of  paper  may  now  be  had 
which  will  not  weigh  over  four  and  a  half  pounds.  Three  sheets 
and  a  third  weigh  but  half  an  ounce. 

In  the  Phosnix  Bank  case,  in  addition  to  the  old  indictment 
agaiast  Wyman,  the  Grand  Jury  have  fonnd  eleven  new  bills 
against  him,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  old  one  will  be  itol pros'd, 
and  that  he  will  be  tried  on  one  or  more  of  the  new  ones. 

The  presiding  Bishop  of  che  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  has 
appointed  the  Rt  Rev.  Bishop  Hopkins,  of  Vermont,  to  preach 
the  sermon  on  the  occasion  of  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Potter  as  Bishop  of  Peniuylvania. 

The  annual  commt-nceuient  of  Delaware  College,  at  Newark, 
Del.,  was  held  on  Wednesday  of  last  week.  The  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  was  conferred  on  seven  graduates,  that  of  Mas¬ 
ter  of  Arts  on  four  alumni.  The  degree  of  D.  D.  was  conferred 
on  the  Rev.  Alexander  Fletcher,  of  London,  editor  of  a  devotion¬ 
al  commentary ;  and  the  degree  of  LL.D.  on  the  Hon.  Louis 
McLane,  formerly  of  Delaware,  and  the  Hon.  George  P.  Marsh, 
of  Vermont,  and  the  Rev.  John  Morrison,  D.  D.  of  Chelsea, 
London. 

It  is  said  that  a  first-rate  man-of  war,  of  the  present  day,  re¬ 
quires  upwards  of  70,000  cubic  feet  of  timber,  and  180,000  lbs. 
of  hemp  are  nsad  in  the  cordage.  It  is  estinoated  that  the  extent 
of  ground  that  the  timber  for  a  ninety  gun  ship  would  cover, 
would  be  fifty  acres. 

The  Mount  Holly  Mirror  notices  a  willow  tree  near  Columbus, 
in  Burlington  county,  the  body  of  which  is  thirty-three  feet  in 
circumference. 

The  extensive  carpenter’s  establishment  of  Mr.  James  Davis, 
Dover,  N.  H.,  was  destroyed  by  fire,  with  its  contents,  viz :  a 
steam  engine,  a  planing  machine,  moltising  machine,  tenoning 
machine,  circular  saws,  &c.,  together  with  a  large  quantity  of 
lumber,  and  work  either  partially  or  wholly  completed,  last  week. 
The  fire  probably  originated  from  the  steam  engine. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Springfield  Republican  that  there  are  twen¬ 
ty-two  churches  within  the  limits  of  that  town.  Ten  are  in  the 
centre,  or  Springfield  village,  and  the  remainder  at  Cabotville, 
Chicopee  Falls,  and  old  Chicopee.  The  entire  population  of 
Springfield  is  14,703,  being  an  increase  of  3718  during  the  last 
five  years. 

The  National  Intelligencer  says  ; — “  The  Temperance  cause 
has  met  with  a  powerful,  eloquent,  eflective  advocate  in  Judge 
Williams,  of  Iowa,  who  has  gratified  very  numerous  and  res¬ 
pectable  audiences  during  the  last  week,  both  in  this  city  and 
Georgetown.”

Charles  N.  Parley  and  John  Talwell,  belonging  to  the  Boyls- 
ton  school,  South-Boston,  were  drowned  while  bathing  on  Sa¬ 
turday  last  about  4,  P.M.  About  the  same  time  a  lad,  named 
Charles  Clark,  fell  from  Cambridge  bridge  pier  and  was  drowned. 

Mr.  Healy,  who  has  lately  succeeded  so  well  in  his  portrait  of 
Jackson,  has  goue  to  Lexington  to  take  one  of  Mr.  Clay,  for  the 
gallery  of  Louis  Philippe.  Messrs.  Adams,  Webster  and  Cal¬ 
houn  are  also  to  bestow  the  same  honor  on  the  “  Citizen  King.” 

As  Major  John  Saunders,  a  respectable  gentleman  of  Salem, 
87  years  old,  was  about  descending  the  stairs  at  his  residence  on 
Thursday  noon,  he  fell  and  received  such  injury  as  to  cause  his 
death  the  next  morning. 

The  Charleston  Courier  learns  that  Hon.  B.  F.  Porter,  of 
Alabama,  is  engaged  in  translating  the  great  work  of  Heineccius 
on  the  Civil  Law,  and  that  he  has  also  in  preparation  and  nearly 
ready  for  the  press,  a  school  history  of  Alabama.

labor  in  the  state  prison,  from  and  after  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  first  sentence.

Death  rRo.M  Tobacco. — We  learn  from  the  Ded¬ 
ham  Democrat  that  a  little  boy  of  six  years  old,  son 
of  Mr.  Lewis  Cobbett,  of  West  Dedham,  went  to 
the  store  of  Mr.  Jason  Ellis,  Jr.,  in  that  place,  and 
asked  the  clerk,  a  boy  by  the  name  of  Hank,  for  some 
kind  of  confectionary — that  he  was  told  they  had  no 
su^r  plums,  but  he  could  have  some  tobacco.  The 
child  replied  that  tobacco  would  make  him  sick. 
The  clerk  argued  that  it  would  not,  and  took  a  crack¬ 
er  and  put  on  some  butter  and  molasses  and  tobac¬ 
co,  and  succeeded  in  some  way  in  getting  it  down 
the  child.*  The  little  fellow  was  taken  with  vomit¬ 
ing  soon  after,  and  continued  to  do  so  for  several 
days,  and  at  length  went  into  fits,  and  finally  died 
on  Thursday,  the  6th  inst.  Mr.  E.  promptly  dis¬ 
charged  the  clerk,  as  soon  as  it  was  known  that  he 
had  committed  the  infamous  transaction.  Whether 
any  farther  notice  will  be  taken  of  it  we  know  not, 
but  certainly  if  there  is  any  punishment  that  can 
reach  him.  he  should  not  be  permitted  to  escape 
unwhipt  of  justice.” 

Te.mperance  A.MONO  THE  Cherokees. — There 
vms  a  great  Temperance  gathering  in  the  Flint  Dis¬ 
trict,  Cherokee  Nation,  on  the  22d  of  May.  The 
exercises  were  opened  and  closed  with  prayer.  The 
addresses  were  short,  but  full  of  the  Temperance 
spirit — hymns  were  sung,  both  in  Cherokee  and 
English,  and  all  seemed  to  feel  that  it  was  good  for 
them  to  be  there.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting  sev¬ 
enty-two  names  were  added  to  the  Temperance  list. 
Flint  District  has  lately  been  the  theatre  of  more 
drunken  outrages  than  any  other  part  of  the  Chero¬ 
kee  Nation.

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Sentenced. — The  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer 
of  Jefferson  county  were  occupied  on  the  18th  ult., 
at  Watertown,  in  the  trial  of  George  Brown,  charged 
with  the  murder  of  Miss  Jane  Oaks.  The  prisoner 
was  a  young  man  of  about  18  years  of  age,  and  the 
shot  which  killed  the  young  lady  was  fired  from  his 
rifle,  according  to  his  own  account,  for  the  purjiose 
of  merely  frightening  her.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  guilty  of  manslaughter  m  the  third  de¬ 
gree,  and  the  prisoner  was  sentenced  to  the  state 
prison  in  Clinton  county  for  four  years — that  being 
the  longest  period  with  which  the  offense  is  punish¬ 
able. 

The  particulars  will  probably  be  remembered. — 
The  young  lady  had  gone  into  an  outhouse  on  her 
father’s  premises,  and  Brown,  seeing  her  enter,  lev¬ 
eled  his  rifle  and  fired — not  with  the  intent  to  kill, 
certainly,  but  in  a  spirit  of  very  criminal  wanton¬ 
ness. 

Gov.  Seward  on  Slavery. — Among  the  letters 
received  and  read  at  the  late  Anti-Slavery  Conven¬ 
tion  at  Cincinnati,  was  one  from  Ex-Governor  Se¬ 
ward.  That  part  which  enunciates  his  views  as  to  the 
mode  in  which  Slavery  is  to  be  removed,  our  read¬ 
ers  may  like  to  see ; 

Emancipation  is  now  a  political  enterprise,  to  be 
effected  through  the  consent  and  action  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  people.  They  will  lend  no  countenance  or  fa¬ 
vor  to  any  other  than  lawful  aud  constitutional  means. 
Nor  is  the  range  of  our  efforts  narrowly  circumscrib¬ 
ed  by  the  Constitution. 

In  many  of  the  free  States  there  is  a  large  mass 
of  citizens  disfranchised  on  the  ground  of  color. 
They  must  be  invested  with  the  right  of  suffrage. 
Give  them  this  right  and  their  influence  will  be  im¬ 
mediately  felt  in  the  National  Councils,  and  it  is 
needless  to  say  will  he  cast  in  favor  of  those  who 
uphold  the  cause  of  HumAn  Liberty.  We  must 
resist  unceasingly  the  admission  of  slave  States,  and 
urge  and  demand  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia.  We  have  secured  the  right  of 
petition,  but  the  Federal  Government  continues  to  be 
swerved  by  the  influences  of  Slavery  as  before. 
This  tendency  can  and  must  be  counteracted  ;  and 
when  one  independent  Congress  shall  have  been 
elected,  the  internal  Slave  Trade  will  be  subjected 
to  inquiry.  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may 
be  initiated,  and  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  eman¬ 
cipation  will  no  longer  appear  insurmountable.

New*York  Imlilution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dnnib. 

The  following  statement  is  made  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  may  wish  to  be  informed  of  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  admission  into  the  New-York  Institution 
for  the  instruction  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the 
steps  necessary  to  be  taken  in  order  to  secure  it. 

The  Legislature  of  the  state  of  New-York,  has 
made  provision  foL  the  education  of  twenty  deaf- 
mutes  from  each  Senate  District,  where  parents  or 
guardians  are  unable  to  support  them  at  the  Institu¬ 
tion.  The  law  provides  that  selections  shall  be 
made  of  those  who  are  between  the  ages  of  twelve 
and  twenty-jive  years.  Those  who  would  avail 
themselves  of  this  public  provision,  in  the  education 
of  their  children  or  wards,  must  make  application  to 
the  superintendent  of  common  schools  at  Albany, 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  town  to  the  following  effect  : 

“  This  may  certify  that  A.  B.,  of  the  town  of  C.,  county  of  D., 
has  set  forth  to  the  undersigned,  overseers  of  the  poor  of  said 
town,  that  he  has  a  deaf  and  dumb  son  (or  daughter)  named  J.  B., 

who  was  —  years  old  on  the  —  day  of - lasL  whom  he  is 

desirous  of  having  admitted  into  the  New-York  Institution  for 
the  Instruction  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  bu  t  that  he  is  unable  to 
. .  The  undersigned

There  were 
Christians  in  the  palace  of  the  persecutor.  How 
affecting  is  their  warm  piety  !  “All  tbe  saints  sa¬ 
lute  you,  chiefly  they  of  Caesar’s  household !”

Schoharie  Cocrt-Hodse  and  Jail  Burnt. — A 
letter  to  the  Express  of  Livingston  &  Co,  from  Scho¬ 
harie,  dated  the  30th  ult.,  mentions  that  the  Court- 
House  and  jail  were  destroyed  by  fire  on  Saturday 
night.  The  jail  was  set  on  firh  by  a  prisoner  who 
was  confined  in  one  of  the  prison  rooms  in  the  third 
story  of  the  building,  on  a  charge  of  stealing  a  wag¬ 
on  and  harness  in  Sullivan  county  a  few  weeks  since. 
His  name  is  William  Burton,  a  young  man  whose 
parents  reside  in  Schoharie.  The  prisoner  endeav¬ 
ored  to  escape  by  burning  a  hole  through  the  door, 
but  soon  became  alarmed  for  his  own  safety.  The 
noise  he  made  roused  the  keeper,  and  the  prisoner 
was  secured.  The  flames  spread  rapidly,  and  the 
adjoining  buildings  were  only  saved  by  extraordina¬ 
ry  exertions. 

Distressing  Accident. — Mrs.  Forbes,  wife  of 
Mr.  Abner  Forbes,  residing  at  the  corner  of  May 
and  West  Centre  streets,  was  shockingly  burned 
yesterday  morning,  in  the  following  manner :  She 
took  up  a  pan,  in  which,  as  she  supposed,  was  a 
quantity  of  charcoal,  and  threw  a  little  of  it  on  the 
fire,  which  did  not  ignite.  She  again  tried  the  same 
experiment,  holding  the  pan  in  her  hands,  when  it 
flashed  up  and  communicated  with  the  contents  in 
the  pan,  when  the  whole  exploded,  blowing  it  into 
her  face  and  eyes,  which  burned  her  neck,  shoulders 
and  arms,  in  a  dreadful  manner.  The  contents  of 
the  pan,  it  was  afterwards  found,  were  composed  of 
one  Mund  of  powder,  one  of  charcoal,  and  a  portion 
of  saltpetre,  which  was  mixed  by  her  son  for  the 
purpose  of  making  serpents  and  fire  works  to  be  used 
on  the  coming  fourth  of  July.

— The  whole  num¬ 
ber  of  insane  poor  persons  who  have  received  aid 
from  the  State  during  the  past  year  is,  81 — 36  males 
and  45  females.  Of  these  the  recent  cases  (cases 
of  less  duration  than  one  year)  were  32 — old  cases 
49.  Of  the  recent  cases.  19  have  been  disch.arged 
recovered.  2  much  improved,  and  2  have  died.  Of 
the  old  cases,  1  has  recovered,  2  much  improved,  1 
improved,  3  died,  and  5  stationary.  There  remain 
in  the  institution,  46 — of  these  8  are  considered  cu¬ 
rable,  32  incurable,  and  6  doubtful.  The  expendi¬ 
tures  from  the  appropriation  for  tlie  support  of 
patients  receiving  aid  from  the  State,  up  to  the  first 
of  April  last,  amounted  to  $3,825.91.

, 'hicli  bad  prevailed  daring  a  part  of  the  day.  had 
subsided  into  a  comparative  calm — a  ckmd  of  dark 
blue  hung  arouBO  the  setting  son,  as  he  seemed  to 
be  about  to  drop  into  the  distant  waters  the  lake, 
r;Qd  a  brilliant  rainbow  in  all  the  splendors  of  its 
prismatic  and  living  light,  majestically  spanned  the 
extern  heavens.  With  these  t^poaite  indications 
— the  slight  evidence  of  angllayed  elemenu  in  the 
cloud,  ou  the  one  hand,  and  the  cheering  bow  of  hope 
nnd  promise  on  the  other— we  shaped  our  course  for 
Cleveland.  This  was  my  first  night  upon  Lake 
Erie. 

I  must  not  fail,  however,  to  mention  a  sort  of  Sab- 
baih  day  ntemenio,  weeted  by  the  hand  that  governs 
thia  world  and  protects  the  institutioiM  of  the  Bible, 
which  met  the  eye  as  we  left  the  port  of  BofiUo. 
It  stood  before  us  as  Tombstone  and  Epitaph”  of 
the  wrecked  and  buried  hopes  of  those  who  had,  the 
day  before,  violated  the  law  of  holy  rest.  It  was  a 
brig  of  medium  size,  having  on  board  from  one  to 
two  hundred  emigrants,  and  which  left  port  on  Sab¬ 
bath  morning — thus  appropriating  God’s  time  to 
man’s  use.  It  was  struck  with  a  sudden  and  viclent 
squall,  the  topmasts  were  carried  entirely  away,  and 
the  vessel  and  rigging  otherwise  so  materially  inju¬ 
red,  that  she  was  compelled  to  return  for  repairs ; 
and  whether  she  will  be  able  to  sail  again  befme  an¬ 
other  Sabbath  day,  is  a  problem  yet  to  be  solved  I 
These  poor  emigrants  from  foreigB  shores,  having 
their  little  fortunes  all  embarked — men,  womra, 
children — no  doubt  soffered  many  conflicts  when 
the  tempest  came  down  upon  them,  and  threatened 
to  bury  them,  in  a  moment,  in  the  dark  waters  of  the 
lake !  Surely,  the  way  of  transgressors  is  hard.” 
But  when  will  men  see  the  hand  of  God  in  these 
things,  and  learn  that  there  is  nothing  gained  by  un¬ 
dertaking  to  rob  God  of  the  Sabbath ;  that  there  is 
nothing  gained  by  violating  any  of  those  laws  which 
have  been  ordained  for  the  government  and  happi¬ 
ness  of  man  ? 

The  night  proved  a  little  rough,  at  least  sufficient¬ 
ly  so  to  drive  comfortable  sleep  from  many,  and  to 
bring  upon  a  few,  and  especially  among  the  ladies, 
that  most  annoying  complaint,  called  sea  sickness. 
But  on  the  whole,  the  promises  of  the  rainbow  pre¬ 
vailed  over  the  prognostics  of  the  little  dark  cloud 
which  had  vailed  the  face  of  the  setting  sun  at  night- 
faU. 

The  morning  of  Tuesday  rose  with  beams  of  pe¬ 
culiar  brightness  upon  us,  and  the  lake,  though  not 
as  quiet  in  its  old  bed,  where  it  haa  rested  or  rolled 
for  ages,  as  might  have  been  wished,  spread  around 
us  a  beauteous  expanse.  On  the  left  extended  along, 
at  no  great  distance,  the  coast  of  Ohio ;  and  on  the

Profixess  of  ihe  Gospel  in  India. 

A  cheering  account  of  the  progress  of  the  gospel  in 
Southern  India,  will  be  found  in  the  last  Missionary 
Herald.  Though  it  has  been  extensively  circulated 
already,  we  will  give  the  principal  i^ms  of  the  in¬ 
telligence.  It  comes  from  a  missionary  of  the 
Church  Missionary  Society,  in  Tinnevelly  district. 

It  is  my  privilege  to  report  that  nearly  the  whole 
of  the  Shanar  population,  scattered  about  from  my 
station  as  far  as  four  miles  distant,  have  embraced 
the  gospel.  Since  October  last,  227  families,  resid¬ 
ing  in  seven  villages,  have  renounced  idolatry.  The 
number  of  converts  in  them  amounts  to  832,  and  I 
have  little  doubt  that  many  more  will  soon  be  added. 
In  other  villages,  also,  there  have  been  considerable 
accessions ;  their  number  is  between  500  and  600. 
So  far  as  I  can  judge,  all  appear  sincere  and  promise 
well ;  although  several  have  been  reproached  and 
deserted  by  their  heathen  relatives,  and  in  a  few 
instances  have  even  been  persecuted,  and  have  con¬ 
tinued  firm  and  unmoved.  Some  families,  at  that 
time  in  connection  with  me,  were  expelled  the  vil¬ 
lage;  and  their  prayer-house  was  demolished  by  the 
very  people  of  this  place  who  are  now  desirous  to 
join  me,  and  ready  to  receive  that  instruction  which 
they  before  despised. 

On  the  9ih  of  October,  the  principal  men  and  the 
whole  village  of  Mavadepum,  having  signified  their 
intention  to  embrace  Christianity,  and  having  re¬ 
quested  me  to  visit  them,  1  rode  over  on  the  11th, 
accompanied  by  my  brother.  On  my  arrival  there. 
I  was  conducted  to  the  river-side,  where  there  were 
five  temples  belonging  to  the  village.  Here  1  found 
the  people,  and  a  great  crowd  beside  of  heathen,  of 
all  classes,  assembled  under  a  large  pupul  tree,  ad¬ 
joining  one  of  the  larger  temples.  I  entered  into 
conversation  with  those  who  had  invited  me,  and  I 
soon  discovered  that  the  subject  of  their  joining  me 
in  a  body  had  been  canvassed  in  the  village,  and 
that  all  were  unanimous  in  begging  me  for  a  Christ- 
j  ian  teacher  and  a  Schoolmaster.  They  promised 
from  that  day  forth,  “  to  renounce  idolatry,  to  serve

A  Revival  in  the  Olden  Time. 

Amid  the  dearth  of  revivals  at  the  present  day,  it 
is  instructive  and  refreshing  to  turn  bsfek  a  few  leaves 
on  the  pages  of  history,  and  read  what  the  Spirit  of 
(jrod  accomplished  a  ftw  years  since  in  his  work  of 
grace.  Such  mighty  works  of  mercy  are  as  easy 
of  accomplishment  now,  by  the  hand  of  the  same 
blessed  agent,  as  then.  Would  Christians  but  cher¬ 
ish  the  same  strong  desires  and  put  up  similar  earnest 
and  agonizing  prayer  to  God,  how  soon  might  our 
spiritual  heavens  be  overcast  with  clouds,  and  a  great 
rain  of  the  Spirit  come  down  to  refresh  and  fertilize 
the  barren  and  thirsty  fields  of  Zion. 

The  following  is  a  part  of  a  letter  from  Rev,  Dr. 
Griffin,  giving  an  account  of  a  revival  of  religion 
which  occurred  under  his  ministry  at  Newark,  N. 
Jersey,  in  1808.  After  speaking  of  several  indica¬ 
tions  of  the  presence  of  the  Spirit,  and  of  some  sud¬ 
den  deaths  which  deepened  the  impression,  he  says :
